FINISHING UP. 
DISGRACEFUL SCENES AND INCIDENTS. 

. Special Dispatch to The Tridune. 

Wasuineton, D. C., June 20.—Congress ad- 
journed sine die at 7 o’clock this morning. Af- 
ter the close of the report this morning there 
were many interesting incidents. At 4:30 a. m., 
when the House reassembled after the recess, 
sigus of exhaustion were everywhere seen. 
Members of the Conference Committee, particu- 
larly, having charge of the Sundry Civil bill, 
who had been active for thirty-six hours, were 
nearly; overcome by fatigue. Immediately 
upon reassembling it became necessary to order 
another postponement of the final adjournment 
until 7 a. m. This was due to the fact 
that the engrossing clerks had been 
unable to compare the bills. Eugrossment 
had been finished at 1 o’clock a m,, 
but every word had tobe compared with the 
conference report, and the voluminous bill was 
in such a condition that only two men could be 
engaged upon it at one time. The necessity of 
care is shown when it is remembered that in the 
Forty-third Congress 

THE CHANGE OF A COMMA 

cost the Government $1,000,0U0 in the refunding 
of duties upon fruit. Last night one serious 
error was discovered, and to-day another. 
Rate of interest for District bonds had by a 
clerical error been omitted. Members of the 
Conference Committee insisted thatthe engross- 
ing clerxs should insert the rate of 5 per cent 
in the bill. Chief Clerk Adams said that neither 
he nor any of his deputies should be permitted 
to insert the words, aithough their omission was 
a clerical error. Senator Conover and others 
unsuccessfully insisted upon their insertion. 
Finally the error was corrected by a concurrent 
resolution. Later it became necessary to take 
another recess until 7 a. m., asthe engrossing 
clerks had not completed the bill. Atkins, for 
the Conference Committee, insisted that it was 
no fault of that Committee, but it certainly 
must have been, as the custom of former Con- 
gresses bad been violated. The clerk of the 
Conference Committee, instead of forwarding 
completed pages to the engrossing clerks, had 
allowed sixty-one pages of it to accumulate in 
the conference room. The Democratic engross- 
ing clerks, too, were 

INEXPERIENCED AND INEFFECTIVE FACTORS 
in the vicious system. Endless motions were 
made for a recess until late in the afternoon. 
Confusion increased. Eden, the self-constituted 
champion of the dignity and economy of the 
nation, insisted that he stood there to protect 
the Treasury, and he was hooted down for it. 
The substitute reading clerks had grown husky, 
and their voices were inaudible, when Sunset 
Cox approached the Clerk’s desk as 
a volunteer to read ai Pension Dill. 
He read not a word. The confusion 
was too overwhelming. The frivolous and 
hilarious portion of the House suggested that 
be bad not taken the oath of office, and could 
not read. The Sergeant-at-Arms was again ar- 
dered to restore order, and the mace was again 
elevated. It was borne towards Ben Butier, 
who was in disorder. He fled before it as if it 
was the Nemesis of outraged Republicanism 
pursuing him for a betrayal of his party trust. 
He ran, or, more correcily, 

WADDLED DOWN THE LARGE AISLE 
before the extended eagle, and sought the shel- 
ter ot the cloak-room. ‘lhe House roared with 
laughter. Butler had never so successfully 
played the clown before. Sunset Cox attempted 
to put on dignity, and, speaking to the Pension 
bill, delivered this remarkable seutence: “ He 
served throughout the War, and was thorough- 
ly wounded in ever respect. If that little 
speech survives in the Record, future readers will 
have a good sample of past-midnight Congres- 
sional English. The scene became chaotic and 
disgraceful. The Temperance Society would 
have been voted down bv a large majority. 
Then Speaker Randall, before a vote had been 
taken, arbitrarily took the objectors off their 
feet and declared a recess ordered until 6:30 
a. m. : 

Upon reassembliug at 6:30 this morning many 
had been to their homes and returned looking 
better. Others had remained and gone deeper 
into their cups, for 

' LIQUOR WAS ABUNDANT 
in the Democratic Committee-rooms, and the 
House restaurant was selling poor whisky in 
violation of the rules. One drunken Democrat 
was haranguing in a maudlin way a little knot 
of bystanders. Members were asleep every- 
where. The Speaker was of the opinion that 
another recess would have to be ordered until 3 
b. m., aud had told the sleepy President that he 
might gobome. At times the Chairman of the 
Conference Committee came in, insisting that 
an adjournment would be possibie at 7, and that 
the President could not go home, and the 
dictator of the House started a page at double 
quick to overtake the President and counter- 
mand the Speaker’s order. There were many 
vacant seats. Fatigue and John Barleycorn 
had done it. At 6:32 a. m., Rainey, colored Re- 
publican of South Carolina, a member of the 
Committee on Enroiled Bills, rushed hurriedly 
into the Chamber from the enrolling room, 
with anxious face, bearing a heavy parchment 
upon which the Sundry Civil bill was enrolled. 
He was followed by Atkins and Civmer. The 
Speaker extended his hand to Rainer, and warm- 
ly congratulated him. It isacompliment to 
Mr. Rainey, and

that he has been the only member of this im- 
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itt draft on New York for 


portant House Committee who has attended to 
his duties, and who could be relied upon or was 
in condition to work. Yet the Democrats 
only failed by a few votes to carry a motion 
to unseat Kainey two days before adjournment. 
At least one Democratic member of that Com- 
mittee was unfit for duty, and had besides 
mislaid an important enrolled bill. As Rainey 
deposited the bill a shout went up: Rainey, 
you will be worth more now than you ever 
were before,” and this the colored Repub- 
lican, elected by a large majority, whom 
Democrats desired to unseat. Speaker Randall 
quickly signel the bill, and the Clerk 
of the House ran with the  parch- 
ment roll to the Senate, where it 
uad to be signed in open Sevate and 
subsequently presented to the President for 
siguature.—al) in fifteen minutes. At 6:39 
Sympson, the veteran Clerk of the Senate, ap- 
peared at the door of the House, breathless, and 
announced that the Senate had appointed a 
committee to wait upon the Fresident. At 
6:41 the President’s Secretary, also breathiess, 
announced to the House the approval by the 
President of the Sundry Civil bill. At 6:43 the 
House Committee appointed to wait upon the 
President announced that he had no further 
business communication to make. Meanwhile 
the House, in hasty intervals, was passing un- 
important bills, when, as the minute-hand 
reached the hour of 7 a. m., the Speaker, after 
wishing the House 3 pleasant journey home, 
declared the second session of the Forty-fifth 
Congress adjourned without day.

DEMOCRATIC INEFFICIENCY 
A GRAVE DISCREPANCY IN AN IMPORTANT BILL. 
Special Dispatch te The Tribune. 

Wasninorton, D. C., June 20.—A serious error 
bas been discovered in the enrollmeut of the Sun- 
dry Civil bill by the Clerks of the House. The 
circumstances under whicb this error occurred 
are such as to excite the suspicion that the in- 
accuracy is iutentional. An examination of the 
enrolied bill at the State Department to-day 
shows thatthe amendment relative to the Hot 
Springs Reservation, over which there was so 
bitter a contest in the Senate, is entirely 
omitted fromthe bill. A portion of one sen- 
tence only remains inthe bili, and that is con- 
nected with an entirely different subject, so as 
to make that section alsofnoperative. Inthe bill 


as passed a proviso is added to the section for 


the cousolidation of the geological surveys that 
they are not to be held for more than $15 per 
tub. The accounting officers of the Treasury 
undoubtedly will find it very difficult to audit a 
survey sold “by the tub”’ at $15. The tub sen- 
tence is all that is eft of the Hot Springs Res- 
ervation amendment. This latter amendment 
immediately followed a paragraph in relation to 
the surveys. The circumstance which indicates 
that the omission may have been intentional is 
that the paragraph about geological surveys 
was pot in the conference report, while the Hot 
Springs Reservation was. It was practically 
a physical impossibility therefore to have mixed 
the two, except by intention. Abram Hewitt, 
of the Coulerence Committee, yolunteered to 
superintend the enrollment of the bill in the 
House. While he was attending to the enroll- 
ment of the fishing clause this change in the 
Hot Springs Reservation amendment was mace. 
Hewitt is excessively annoyed at it, and prom- 
ises an investigation as soon as Congress con- 
venes. There has been a lobby opposing this 
amendment, and it is reported tnat one of 
them said last night, after the amendment was 
inserted in the conference report, that 
they would beat the report. There was no 
ssible way in which the report could 
beaten except by collusion in the enrolling 
of it. It will be remembered that when the 
Democratic House came in they removed Isaac 
Strohm, the eflicient and reiiable Chief of the 
Eurolling-Room, who had been in the service 
for many years, to make way for a Mississippi 
Democrat. This u one of the first fruits of 
Democratic reform in the administration of the 
important offices of the House. It is no won- 
der that Hiester Clymer, upon hearing of the 
blunder, said he would rather have given a 
thousand dollars than to have had it bappen, 
and that he preferred that all such accidents 
should occur on the Senate side. 
ONE RESULT OF THE RUSH. 
To the Western Associated Press. 
Wasn NO TOR, D. C., June 20.—In the Sundry 
Civil Appropriation bill, as reported from the 
Committee of Conference last night, there was 
a section providing for the continuance of the 
Hot Springs Commission, which was created in 
1877, to appraise and sell the valuable Govern- 
ment reservation which embraces those springs 
in Arkansas. The surprising discovery is made 
to-day that this section was almost entirely 
omitted in the enrollment of the bill in the 
oftice of the Clerk of the House 
of Representatives for the President's 
signature. The only portion of this section eu- 
rolled was the last half of its last sentence, 
which was attached toa section concerning an 
entirely different subject. Its omission wholly 
defeats the object of the secuou, and the oper- 
ations of the Hot Springs Commission will have 
to be suspenced until Congress can again art 
upon the subject. Meanwhile the present oc- 
cupants of the reservation will remain undis- 
turbed in their possession. Very large pecuni- 
ary interests are involved. 


AFTERTHOUGOTS. 
INSINCERITY. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasnineton, D. C., June 20.—The Demo- 
crats generally, and many from the South in 
particular, have professed great sympathy for 
the colored people swindied by the failure of 
the Freedmen’s Bank, and yet they refused to 
agree to the Senate moderate appropriation for 
purchasing the bank building here which the 
Government pow rents and needs badly, and 
which if sola would enable the Commissioner to 
pay another dividend. 

THE INDEPENDENT POST-ROUTE BILL 
fafled. No effort was made in the Scnate to 
take it up. By a proper effort it might have 
been passed with the House Postal bill ſor tue 
ciassification of mail matter attached. Six 
mouths’ bard work in the Department and in'the 
Committee was lost by the failure of the latter 
part of the bill. 

DISTRICT APPROPRIATIONS. 

There is general rejoicing in Washington over 
the liberal appropriations for the District. 
There will be over $4,000.000 available here for 
public purposes after the lst of July. Large 
sums will be used on the streets, public 
grounds and 2 and the improvement of 
the Capital will be of a marked character. 

THE GLOVER FIZZLE. 

Glover not only failed to get in any report. or 
to priut any evidence, but his notorious experts 
were badly crippled in their pay. The whole 
session’s work, costing mauy thousands of dol- 
lare, bas amounted to nothing except to smirch 
a number oi Democrats. 

LOCAL PRIDE. 
Of the sixty-one Democrats who voted against 
the constitutional amendment prohibiting the 

ayment of Rebel War claims, all but Cox, of 
New York, and Morrison, of illinois, were from 
the South.

GOV. BROWN DESIRES TO SETTLE HIS PART OF 
THE EXPENSES OF THE LOUISIANA COMMIS- 
SION. 

Wasarineron, D. C., June 20.—The following 
correspondence explains itselt: 


To the Hon, John Sherman, Secretary of the 
Treasury, Washington, June 18.—Sir: At alate 
hour to-day my attention was called to the diecus- 
sion yesterday in the Senate of the proposition to 
pay the expenses of the Commissioners sent to 

ulstans by the President in t spring of 1877. 
When I acceptea a piace on that Commission I 
believed, as I now do, that the President had un- 
doubted authority to constitute it, as well as to 
order the payment of its expenses, which was done 
by an officer detailed from your Department 
charged with that duty. Since, however, tne 
Senate. by a majority vote tabling the proposition 
referred to, bas questioned the legality of these dis- 
bursements, I cannot consent that either yourself 
or the banker who furnished the funds should be 
chargeable with such portion of the amount as was 
cxpepded on my account. I therefore inclose a 
$827.63, which em- 
braces the two items of traveling expenses for my- 
self and one-fifth of the general amount. If you 
will have the interest account made up, I will most 
cheerfully remit that also. as well as any additional 
smount that may appear proper for me to account 
tor. I am, sit, most respectfully. your obedient 
servant, Joux C. Brown.

John C. Brown, Washington, D. G. Dan Sin: 
Your letter of the 18th inst.. inclosing check =, 
able to my order for — being one · l 
part of the money expended for the expenses 
of the Commission sent to Louisiana by the Presi- 
dent in the spring of 1877, is received. Lam de- 
sired by the President to return this draft to you 
uncollected, as he is of ne that Congress will 
yet make provision for t expenditure, and, at 
all events, that you ough! not to pay any part of 
it. As you know, the President was calied upon in 
April, 1877, in the exercise of a high constitution- 
al duty and in an emergency when two sival State 
Governments were arrayed against each other ia 
open, armed hostility, threatening at any moment 
the pablie peace, to send to a Commis- 
sion of five distinguished citizens, of whom you 
were one, unde: written instrnctiong not only to 
aid him by reliavie information, but to prevent by 
their presence and influence actual collision and 
civil war. This duty you and the other members 
of the Commission voluntarily assumed and 
faithfully performed. In the absence 
of an appropriation of public monev available for 
the expenses of the Commisston the then Assistant 
Secretary of the Treasury invited from the First 
National Bank of New York a loan of the sum 
needed, and it was cheerfully granted, and the 
money was expended under your direction. it was 
not doubted but that Congress would, as in in- 
numeravie similar cases of the exercise of legal 
power by an executive officer, reimburse the money 
thus expended for an object unforeseen when Can- 
ress was in session. In this case I have assurances 
rom Senaturs that the money. would probably 
have been appropriated but that the amendment 
proposed was ai su late a period of the session as 
to delay and endanger the passage of one of the 
leading appropriation bills. 1 cannot doubt that 
Congress at its next session, when this subject will 
be again presented, will make the pesessasy appro- 
riation; but, if it does not, the President will 
vel it his duty to contribute from his own means 
this important expenditure for the public service 
without permitting you to reimbarve any portion 
of it. ery reepectfully, Joux SHRRMAN, 
Secretary. 


THE FOUR-PER-CENTS., 
TREASURY DEPARTMENT CIRCULAR. 

Wasuinoton, D. C., June 20.— The Secretary 
of the Treasury bas issued a circular calling at- 
tention to the 4per-cent funded loan of the 
United States now offered by the Department in 
denominations, for coupon bonds of 650, $100, 
$500, and $1,000, and for registered bonds of 
$50, $100, $500, $1,000, $5, 000, and $10,000 at 
par aud accrued interest to date of subscrip- 
tion in coin. The bonds are redeemable July 1, 
1907, and bear interest payable quarterly on the 
Ist of January, April. July, and October of each 
year, and arc exempt from the payment of taxes 
or duties tothe United States, as well as from 
taxation in any form by or under State, munici- 
pal, or local authority. Upon full receipt of full 
payment, bouds will be 

TRANSMITIED FREE OF CHARGE 
to subscribers, and a commission of one-fourth 
of 1 per cent will be allowed upon the amount 
of subscription. Commissions will be paid by 
check only, and will not be applied 
in payment of subscriptions.

ORGANIZATION OF THE JOINT COMMITTER. 
Special Diapatch to The Tribune. 

Wasninetron, D. C., June 20.—The Joint 
Committee on the Reform and Reorganization 
of the Army met to-day. It was composed of 
Senators Burnside of Rhode Island, Plumb of 
Kansas, and Butler of South Carolina, and 
Representatives Banning of Ohio, Dibrell of 
Tennessee, Bragg of Wisconsin, Strait of Min- 
nesota, and White of VPennsylvania,—all of 
whom saw service in the Union or Confederate 
armies. Gen. Buruside was chosen Chairman, 
and Col. D. R. Larned clerk. A stenographer 
is to be chosen, and application is to be made to 
the Secretary of War [or an army oflicer to act 
as Secretary, as the law authorizes. Army ol- 
ficers are apprehcnosive as to the House part of 
the Committee. They say the Democratic 
branch ot itis bitterly hostile to the army, 
while the Republican side is not manttoialenle 
ellicieot. The Committee was designed by Con- 
gress to be judicial, but by appointment it ts 
partisan. 


NOTES AND NEWS. 
TUE UNDERMINING BUSINESS. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

WAS INS OTrOxN, D. C., June 20.—There is not 
much doubt that the efforts to remove Assist- 
ant District-Attorney Thomson proceed from 
the office of the Secretary of the Treasury. No 
one is willing to give an authoritative explana- 
tion; in fact, ite is intimated that itis nobody’s 
business what may have led to the attempt to 
remove Thomson, but there is little doubt that 
the Department of Justice reveived semi-official 
intimation from the Treasury Department that 
it was the opinion there that the facts had not 
warranted Thomson’s zeal or his conclusions, 
and that the Government could be better served 
by his removal. As William Henry Smitn is 
near to the President, no one ventured 
to move against him, and Thomson seems to 
have been selected for the sacrifice. It cannot 
be learned that Judge French had anything to 
do with this, but there is reason to believe that 
the intimatious have proceeded from his supe- 
riors. 

SPOTTING THEM. 

A committee of the Workingmen’s organiza- 
tion has been appointed here to circulate infor- 
mation to prevent the re-election of Congress- 
men who voted against liberal appropriations. 
The Committee deprecates any attempts of in- 
cendiary workingmen towards violence. 

FOREIGN NEWSPAPERS.

Wasaineton, D. C., June 20.—A Treasury 
circular directs that unsold packages of news- 
papers from foreign countries, not exceeding in 
weight two pounds and three ounces, may be 
delivered to the persons addressed without de-

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weapons, resembling a gigantic cigar of highty- 
polished steel with sharply-polated ends, has 
been of late rendered [familiar to the public by 
the representativus of it which have appeared 
in some of the illustrated papers; but com 
tively little is known of the complicated ma- 
chinery within.

REDEMEYER.'

Sr. Lovis, Mo., June 20.— The Coroner beld 
an inquest to-day on the body of Frank Voss, 
the old man so cruelly murdered while at his 
work yesterday afternoon. The inquest was 
held at the former residence of the deceased, near 
the scene of the crime. The prisoner was brought 
to the inquest in charge of ten policemen. On 
arriving at the house the oflicers were niGraced 
by a large crowd who had collected in the 
‘street. One of the men carried a rope, 
and they all talked freely of lynching 
the prisoner, but madc no attempt to 
take him. They said that they did 
not want bim until the inquest was over, but 
they wanted them to hurry up with that. Their 


numbers increased with such rapidity, and they 


finally grew so bold, that a squad of twenty 
more men were called out to preserve order. 
At the conclusion of the inquest about 1,000 
men, women, ana chiidren stood in the strect 
In tof the house. The men armed them- 

vos with sticks and stones, and collected 
close to the fence, calling to the officers to bring 
down the prisoner. Twenty policemen sudden- 
ly walked out of the gate and drove the mob 
away fromthe gate. Aight wagon was driven 
upd close to the sidewalk and the prisoner, in 
charge of five policemen, was brought out the 
front door. The most intense excitement pre- 
valled. The crowd rushed forward and attacked 


tho police, who knocked several ofthem down,and 


then drew their pistols. At the sight of the 
weapons the crowd retreated several yards ana 
passage was opened for the wagon, in which the 
prisoners had been put ih charge of six police- 
men with drawn revolvers. As the 


vehicle dashed away, several men attempted 


to catch the horses) by the reins, and 
the air was filled with missiles aimed at the ec- 
cupauts. Noone was hurt, and the wagon was 
driven rapidly away, being followed for half a 
mile by the infuriated mob. All the testi- 
mony .adduced proved the case to be 
one of the most remarkable on record, 
no cause whatever having been shown for the 
murder. The prisover, Henry Redemeyer, said 
that when he saw Voss stoop down he thought 
he might be searching for something to strike 
him with. He was then asked why he thought 
Voss was coing to 7 im. IIe answered 
that he was sometimes stricken with a peculiar 


madness, though he acted perfectly -sane. 


William Schapeskafer testified that he and Voss 
had raised a stone ecveral inches from the 
ground, and when the shot was fired both him- 
self and Voss fell upon the ground. When 
Voss fell the weicht of the stone threw bim 
down, and the weignt of the rock rested upon 
his foot. When he rose to bis feet Voss was 
lying upon his back groaning, and Redemeyer 
was standing above him with the pistol in his 
band. * Hold on!” said Schapeskafer to Rede- 
meyer. What are you tryingto dot“ ‘ Hold 
on b said Redemeyer, ‘| or the next one is 
for you!”

THE M’NAMER TRAGEDY. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 
Camo, III., June 20.—The following are the 
facts in the McNamec tragedy, as far as can be 
learned: John McNamee was born and raised 
near Anna, lll. He received employment at 
the Southern Illinois Insane Hospital. He was 
a young man. Last September he was marricd 
to a daughter of D. Little, of Douglas. He 
secured employment for his wife in the same 
institution. It was butashort time after be- 
fore scandal was being circulated in reference to 
his wife and Dr. Barnes, the Superintendent, 
which came to MeNamea's ears, and, aftera 
time, he became convinced that the two were 
too intimate. Soon after the meeting the Doc- 
tor, under circumstances irritating in their 
nature, struck him over the head with a pistol, 
and then shot at him. The ball did not strike, 
and McNamee left the neighborhood for a time. 
Soon after an investigation was had by the 
Trustees of the institution, and the Doctor was 
declared innocent. McNamee returned and 
demanded the publication of the testimony in 
the case, charging that the Trustees had white- 
washed the Doctor. The publication was 
refuséd. He then demanded his own arrest 
and prosecution for shooting at the Doc- 
tor. This was also refused, and 
for weeks the case had been the talk of the 
county. McNamee left his wife, and it is said 
she went to her father’s, but ugly rumors were 
in circulation that she and the Doctor still con- 
tinued ou good terms. Wednesday at 7 
o’clock McNamee started up the railroad to 
find his wife, calculating to have one more fn- 
terview with her ahd then leave the country. 
He found ber at Tamaroa, where ste was 
visiting a sister, and, passing into the 
parlor where she was, had about 
twenty minutes’ conversation with her. 
What passed is not known. Two pistol-shots 
were heard, aud, when the familv entered the 
room, he was was found lying dead, with a 
pistol ball through his heart, and she with a 
ball through her head. His body was brought 
to Anna yesterday, and will be buried by the 
Odd Fellows, of which Order he was a member. 
lt is reported that McNamee’s brothers have 
threatened to kill Dr. Barnes on sight. Public 
feeling at Anna is reported to be very strong 
against Barnes, who is held responsible for the 
whole affair. She was not dead to-day, aud 
there is a probability of her recovery.

NASHVILLE, Tevn., Jupe 20.—Seventy-five 
armed men, on horseback, went into Springtieia 
at 1 o’clock this morning and demanded Pear- 
son and Sadler, charged with haying outraged 
the person of Mrs. Groves, May 10, near a place 
called Mitchell. The jailer refused to give them 
up, when the mob commenced to knock down 
the door of his dwelling and threatening him 
with death. Citizens hearing the noise came 
up toward the jail only to find that the streets 
had been picketed. The jailer attempted to 
scare them off by telling them be recognized 
some of them, when they called him „a d——d 
iar.“ Entrance was tinaliy sccured to the jail. 
The mob dragged out the prisoners, Pearson 
at the same time appealing to the jailer to 
save him. The prisoners were taken on horses 
behind the members of the mob, carried three 
miles away, and hanged to the same limb by a 
greasy plow line, their feet almost touching the 
ground. Both were strangled to death. When 
it was found they were dead, the Lynchers went 
home, leaving them hanging. When discoy- 
cred this morning they were cut down, an iu- 
quest beld, and both bodies interred iu the 
same grave, under the limb upon which they 
were hanged.

True, the country in the vicinity of the Indiau 
Reservation of Burnett County is sparsely 
settled, aud great fears are expressed here that, 
before aid can come, there will be great destruc- 
tion of life. Gen. Sheridan had beeu telegraphed 
for aid, which will doubtless be as speedily ren- 
dered as possible. The State militia of this 
city ig a mere erpher. Adverse legislation has 
tended to disband nearly ail of the Lew military 
companies organized, and those not disbanded 
are incflicieat in meu and drill. The State au- 
thorities await anxiously further news from tue 
scene of the trouble. 

Gen. Sheridan telegraphs Gov. Smith to-nicht 
discrediting the story of acompact being made 
between tue Sioux and Chippewas, but admit- 
ting that it may possibly be so. Ille says that a 
company of United State infantry are at Fort 
Snelling, which can be moved to Burnett Coun- 
tv at once should the exigencies of the case de- 
mand it. Ile also says that Col. Forsythe, of 
his stall, goes to Burnett County to-nviguat to 
examine into the cause of the alarm. Gen. Ed 
Bryaut, of Gov. Smith’s staff, will meet 
Col. Forsythe on the cars in this 
city and proceed with him to Grantsburg 
and examine into the state of affairs 
aud report to the Governor at once. Gov. 
Smith. should it be necessary, will promptiy 
call out the militia of the State, which number 
600 or 700, aud, should a general war be precipi- 
tated on us, will call for volunteers, and, no 
doubt, 10,000 could be put in the field in less 
than a week. Thereare also Chippewas in Min- 
nesuta to the number ot 6,930, making a total 
force of that tribe of 12,557. This would give 
the Chippewas fully 4,000 fighting men. 

St. Paul, Minn., June 20.—Sensation reports 
from Wisconsin relative to rumored Indian 
trouble in the northern part of that State are 
utterly discredited here, at least so far as they 
relate to any gencral combination of Minnesota 
and Wisconsin Chippewas to attack the whites. 
ue Chippewas are uot warlike Indians, and, as 
lor the Sioux, there are none in either State. 
An Indian outbreak anywhere cast of the 
Missouri is the most distant improbability. A 
Rush-City dispatch to the JZ’ioncer-/ress treats 
the affair across the St. Croix in Wisconsin as a 
mere scare.

TION.

Drs Moines, Ia., June 19.—The Republican 
State Convention to-day was one of the largest 
ever assompbied in the State, and composed of 
the best representative men of the party. 
Promivent among the delegates were James F. 
Wilson, of Jefferson, ex-Congressman James 
Wilson, of Tama, ex-Congressman ‘Tubbs, 
Sveaker John Y. Stone, ex-United States Sen- 
ators James Harlan and George Wright, ex- 
Attorney-General M. E. Cutts, and a large 
number of those who have been members of 
the Legislature. It was evident from the out- 
svt that the Convention meant business; that a 
platform would be adopted which would have 
the true ring in it. The ticket had been 
agreed upon by common consent, with the 
exception of two officers,—Secretary of State 
and Register of the State Land Office. For the 
first of these there was virtually no contest, 
as it wns a foregone conclusion several months 
avo that Capt. J. A. T. Hull, so well known as 
the Secretary of the Senate, Was to the 
man. He made a gallant tight for it two“ years 
ago, but was defeated by Mr. Young, nominated 
for a third term. He gracefully accepted the 
verdict, and. abided his time, which has now 
come. 

For Register of the Land Office, Judge Peake, 
of Monona County, a member of the last Legis- 
Jature, announced himself as a candidate before 
the ciose of the session. ile is capable man, 
and stands high in the public esteem, but Youog 
Anierica got away with him. lie had never 
been a soldier. B. F. Rehkopf, of Van Buren, 
a most estimable young man, snd c. Howe Tay- 
lor, of Marsball, were also candidates of several 
moutus' standing. But last Saturday it occurred 
to the Slope that it was not too late tu take a 
hand in, and they brought out a dark horse, as 
it were,—J. K. Powers, of Cass. Not a score of 
delezates knew of mm or that he was a candl- 
date. But he settled down to his work, aud 
in thirty-six hours had changed the current 
ot popular favor, so that in the Con- 
vention on the second ballot he received the 
nomiuation by acclamation. He was a soldier 
through tue War, in the Ninth Indiana Iniant- 
rv, aud lost his right arm ou the field. He has 
been arcsident of the State eleven years, and 
Olerk of the Courts ol Cass County six years. He 
is a mau of fine presence, aud at once impresses 
you with nobility of character. With this nomi- 
nation ended the contest for officers, as the 
present incumbent for Auditor, Judge of the 
Supreme Court, Attcrney-General, Clerk of the 
Supreme Cougt, and Supreme Court Reporter 
were all renominated by acclamation. 

With so little contest of candidates, more 
time was ullotted to a platform, and this was 
the prevailing theme among all leading miuds 
and earaest men of the party. 

The last resolution in the platform was pre- 
pared by ¢@Mr. Leighton, of Keokuk, and had 
special reference to the late disclosures in tae 
allairs of S. II. Craig, Warden of tbe Peniten- 
tiary. Mr. Craig came here as a delegate to the 
Convention, representing by proxy a regular 
delegate. The Convention would not allow him 
to take the seat, aud he did not attend. Iam 
informed he leit the city before the Convention 
met. ‘Lhere was but one expression iu regard 
to this crime of Mr. Craig against the State and 
the party, and that was, that, whilethe party cau- 
not prevent foul birds from flying overhead, it 
can prevent their making their nests in our hair.

MISSOURI GREEN BAC KERS. 

Sr. Lours, June 0. — The Committee on Plat- 
form of the Greenback State Convention, in 
session at Sedalia, Mo., after eight hours’ labor, 
reported a declaration of principles this morn- 
ing embracing nineteen resolutions. It pro- 
vides that the party shall be called the National 
Labor Greenback party. It demands the repeal 
of the Specice-Resumpt ion act, and the issue of 


absolute money in greenbacks equal to gold and 
silver; that all bonds now subject to redemp- 
tion be immediately redeemed in absolute 
money equivalent to coin; that the Fedcral 
Coustituuuon be amended so as to limit and re- 
stra Congress from exempting any property, 
stocks, bonds, or credit from taxation, 
and from granting all subsidies; tbe 
repeal of the election law passed by 
the last Legislature; the reduction 
of all State and municipal official selarics, and 
the enforcement of the Shaw law. It depre- 
cates the exemption of United States bonds 
from taxation, and ail double taxation on debe 
secured OV Mortgages or otherwise by A System 
of interval revenue taxation; the license upon 
merchants, traders, or manuilacturers for goous 
or stock on hand that operate as a double and 
extra tax; denounces the present system of 
couvict labor; lavors such changes in the public 
school. system as will estaudish mechanical and 
commercial schools in connection with the pres- 
ent schools; favogs the improvement of all 
Western navigable waters, and urges the Gen- 
eral Government to build, own, and control the 
St. Louis & San Franciseo Railway. It de- 
mands that cach sex shall receive equal pay 
for equal work, and the abrogation of 
all laws that do not bear cquaily upon labor 
and capital, and urges the adoption of measures 
insuring bealth and safety to those engaged in 
the mining, manufacturing, or building pursuits. 
It opposes tbe introduction of Chinese labor, 
and pronounces against strikes, revolutions, 
and ail violent measures for the relief of labor. 
lt favors the enactment of laws giving mechan- 
ics and Taborers a first lien ou all descriptions of 
their work for their full wages, and tinaliv in- 
vites the co-operation of all honest citizens in 
the following lauguage: 

We cordially invite all patriotic and free citizens 
of this State who may subscribe to the foregoing 
resolutions to abandon all old parties and unite 
with usin @sta¥lishing a new party of the people 
to deliver them from slavery to the money and cor- 
porate despotism ; to secure lanor its Just reward; 
trade, commerce, and credit solidity and security; 
to reform oft abuses of all administration of puv- 
lic aflairs; to remove the burdens of excessive tax- 
ation, licenses, and impositions: to inaugurate a 
system of American money. and secure to the peo- 
pie and their posterity the blessines of civil and 
religious liverty for all generations. 

A. L. Gilstrop, of Mason, was nominate d for 
Judge of the Supreme Court; Gireso Hayden 
of St. Louis, for Railroad Commissioner, and 
J. M. Greenwood, of Kansas City, Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction. 

A State Exccutive Committee, composed of 
one from each Congressional District, with 
Britton A. Hull, of St. Louis, as Chairman, was 
also clected.

Resolved, That the acts and conduct of the late 
Secretary of the Navy, George M. Robeson; of the 
Jate chiefs of the Bureaus of Steam Engineering. 
Construction and Repairs. and Provisions and 
Clothing, in the sale and disposition of public 

perty, in their method of making contracts and 
In involvio the Government in indebtedness over 
and beyond the appropriations made by Congress 
for the support of the navy, deserve and should 
receive the severest censure and condemnation, 
and that in additon thereto said parties, as well as 
all others aiding and 2 therein, should de 

ished to the extent ot the law. 

Resolved further, That ifshall be the duty of 
the Clerk of the House of Representatives to de- 
hver certified copies of the testimony taken before 
the Committees on Naval Affairs and Naval Ex- 

ditures of the House to the President of the 

Jnited States and the Attorney-General, with the 
recommendation that the parties shown by this 
testimony to have violated the law, and especially 
in regard to the uniawful disposition of public 
property and money, may be tried and punished 
as prescribed by law. 

THE FACTS IN EVIDENCE. 

The Committee in presenting these resolu- 
tions state that the evidence which they have 
obtained is for the most part taken from offi- 
cial reports and records of the Department, 
which are submitted to the House. 

The following is a condensed statement of the 


more important facts in evidence before the 


Committee: 
First—The Committee find that since the 


close of the War of the Rebellion over $400,- 


000,000 have been expended for and on account 
of the naval service. They find that of this sum 
fully $182,000,000 have been expended during 
the administration of Secretary Robeson. It is 
also found that during his administration the 
proceeds of the sale of from $40,000,000 to $50,- 
000,000 of public property, which should by law 
have been turned into the Treasury, bave been 
expended in and for the Navy Department. 

Second—The Committee find that every pro- 
tective and prohibitive enactment of law made 
for the security of public money and public 
property has been disregarded and violated. 
They find that as a result of these violations of 
law excessive prices have been paid for property 
which has been bought without advertisement 
or competition; that vast amounts of public 
property have been disposed of in secret and im- 
proper ways, and the proceeds applied to naval 
accounts instead of being turned into the Treas- 
ury; that great quantities of unnecessary sup- 
plies have been purchased; that it has met with 
the evidence of irregularity, extravagance, and 
fraud at every step, and that vast sums of the 
public money and amounts of the publie prop- 
erty have been wasted, expended, without any 
compensating benefits. 

The Committee say: 

In the face of these millions of dollars of wasted 
appropriations, with the number of ships and ma- 
terial disappearing from the service, as shown by 
thie testimony; with the law disregarded at every 
step almost; with the Treasury of the Govern- 
ment involved in the payment of liabilities 
from $3,000,000 to $7,000,000 crea 
agents of the Government, can we 
tate to pronounce their acts illegal and 
criminally wrong. and to call men that department 
of the Government clothed with the execution of 
‘the laws to arraigh and bring these parties to the 
condemnation which these laws may visit on them? 
Your Committee deem this to be their duty, aud 
in doing so call attention to Sec. 5,439, which is 
as follows: 

** Sec. 5,439—Every person who steale or em- 
bezzles, or knowingly applies to his own use, or 
who unlawfuliy sells, conveys, or disposes of any 

ance, arme, ammunition, clothing, subsist- 
ence, stores. money, or other property of the 
United States, furnished or to be used for the mili- 
4 service. shall be punished as pre- 
in the preceding section. 
THE RESPONSIBILITY FIXED. 

And in the further discharge of their duty your 
Committee 74 that for the existing indebtedness 
of the — partment, and that for the unlaw- 
Tul sale and disposition of large amounts of val- 
wable property belonging to the naval service, and 
the unlawful diposition of large sums of the pub- 
lic money appropriated to the naval service, 2 
M. Robeson, late Secretary of the Navy; W. W. 
Wood, late Chief of the Bureau of Steam Engi- 
neering; Isaiah Hanscom, late Chief of the Bureau 
of Construction and Repairs; and James H. Watt- 
mouth, late Chief of the Bureau of Provisions and 
Clothing, are chiefly responsible. There are other 
agents of the Government whose conduct in the 

blic service deserves to be inquired into by the 

ecutive Department, and they are Chief Engi- 
neers Stewart, Fithian, and Henderson, whose 
hasty examination of material at the Boston 
Navy Yard does not evince a very high interest in 
ay-Director 
Russell, as hereinbefore referred to, and also the 
conduct of the late Paymaster- General Bradford. 

It is claimed anc urged that the abuses for which 
these parties are arraigued existed with their pred- 
ecesesors, and that precedents should extenuate 
their conduct or form an excuse tor their action. 
It is replied by your Committee that itis not shown 
thatany of their preaecessors involved their Gov- 
ernment in liabilities in excess of appropriations 
reaching from $3, O00, 000 to $7, 000, , and since 
the acts of 1872, hereinbefore referred to, these 
and out these parties have been in power. It is not 
shown that under any former administration of the 
Government, nor can it be, that so large an amount 
of public property has been disposed of at private 
sale, and by barter and exchange, nor at arfy time, 
under any government claiming the protection of 
law, such an utter disregard of its authority. 

LEGAL ACTION SUGGESTED. 

Therefore, in the opinion of your Committee, 
that the law may be vindicated and respect for its 
mandates maintained, it is the duty of the House 
to mark its condemnation of the illegal practices of 
these former officers of the Navy Department, and 
to recommend to the Executive Department of the 
Government the arraignment and trial of the par- 
ties herein named before the navaland criminal 
tribunals of the country, to the end thatif, upon 
such trial, they are found galicy they may be pun- 

;and accordingly your Committee submit, 
for the favorable consideration of the House, the 
e resolutions. 


Third—The Committee find that contracts to 


te amount ot over $20,000,000 have been made 


by the heads of three Bureaus in the Navy De- 
partment—viz., Steam Engineering, Construc- 
tion, and Provisions and Clothing, under what 
are termed bureau orders or bureau acceptances, 
without avy regard to the requirements of law 

the manner of making them. This docs 
not include an equal or larger amount of 
purchases made under what is known as the 
Open-purchase system. It appears that the re- 
sult of these practices was that the Government 
has uniformly paid higher rates for supplies 
than other buvers; that these prices have often 
been enormously excessive; and that while 
there has been a great reduction in the prices of 
materials during the past few years there has 
been no reduction ju the cost of naval supplies. 
The evidence shows that all competition in bid- 
ding for supplies was disc and resisted 

the Department. One of the several in- 
stances of the kind is given where a contractor 
at regular and legal biddings proposed to fur- 
nish white-oak timber at 40 cents per cubic 
foot, but was permitted by the head of the 
Bureau of Construction to withdraw his bid, 
and through another favored coutractor to sup- 
ply the same timber to the Department at 62 
cents a cubic foot. 

Fourth—The Committee find that unneces- 
sary and un lemanded supplies were purchased 
at exorbitant prices to the amount of millions 
of dollars. A great amount of timber of a 
character and description not demanded by anv 
pressing or probable fature exigency of the 
service was purchased and stored in the navy- 
yards, where it is nowrotting. I find as the 
accumulation of live-oak timber the prin- 
cipal putchases have been of such a deseription 
and character as to be really of no value to the 
Government, and upon this point the Commit, 
mittee have the opinion of the best experts of 
the navy. A vast quantity of live-oak timber 
is accumulated which coula never be used in the 
construction of any but very smai) vessels, and

Sizth—The sommittee find that the original 
cost of five double-turreted monitors, the 
amount already expended upon them, and tue 
amount of money required to complete them, 
together with the original cost of the old mate- 
rial supplied to the contractors, will gate

In the case of the New Puritan the official re- 
ports supplied by Secretary Thompson show 
that no regular and proper contract was made 
for the construction of the new vessel, nor any 
necessary steps taken to guard the public inter- 
ests. ‘Lhe contractor — 2 everything, and 
the new vessel is pronoun by the ablest ex- 
perts in the navy to be a failure. 

OFFICIAL OONCLUSIONS, 

The following is a summary of the conclu- 
sions of Chief-Engineer [sherwood and Naval 
Constructor Lenthal, under date of June 4, 
1878. in regard to these vessels: 

Firet—Neither plans nor specifications were 
drawn for the construction of the New Puritan. 
nor were any measures adopted to ascertain wheth- 
er, when built, she wouldsink orswim. The fail- 
ure or success of a first-class national iron-clad 
was thus put to the bazard of mere chance. 

Second—This vessel, as faras constracted, and 
if finished as contemplated, isa total failure, nor 
can any changes now practieable make her effi- 
cient, -—meaning dy that term equality with foreign 
iron-clads of the same size and type. 

Third—No measures were taken to protect the 
Government interest, either in the cost of bulld- 
ing the vessel or securing efficiency for her when 
built. Uninvited proposals were made by the con- 
tractor, in the absence of plans, specifications, or 
any definition of the kind, quantity, or quality of 
work to be done, to build an, undescribed vessel 
fora stipulated round sum of money, and such 
proposals were at once accepted without inquiry, 
competition, or any provisions guarding the in- 
terest of the Government. The genera! statement 
that the New Puritan was to be like a smaliergcilass 
of vessels was far from being sufficient to ether 
indicate the details of construction or to measure 
the quantity of work. Such a statement, in fact. 
only showed that the two classes of vesseis were 
to be of the same type. and no competent person 
would have allowed the commencement of a na- 
tional iron-clad of such dimensions and cost with- 
out the study and preparation of every part; nor 
would any officer of the Government, careful of 
its interest, have contracted for such a vessel, ex- 
a after a public competition.

DIMINUTION OF STORES. 

The Committee find that except, in the single 
item of live-oak timber, there bas been, owing 
to the system of barter and exchange conducted 
by the Department, an actual diminution of the 
quantity of stores on hand during the late ad- 
ministration of the Department, in spite of the 
immense and excessive quantities of goods pur- 
chased. The Committee find that vast quanti- 
ties of machinery and vew metals, and other 
materials, a large proportion of which could, iu 
the opinion of experts, have been utilized by 
the Government, were condemned and sold to 
favored contractors at the prices of old materi- 
als. It appears from an official report to the 
Department by Chief-Engineer J. W. King, 
that during the administration of Secretary 
Robeson forty new boilers were sold out of the 
Eastern navy-yards to Messrs. John Roach and 
H. G. Gardner, who were large contractors for 
boilers and machinery with the Department, and 
during the same period contracted with the 
Government to supply almost the identical 
number of boilers. Mr. King states that the 
Goverament's loss on thirty of these new boll- 
ers Which were sold was $5¥5,681, the amount 
realized being only $28,245. Mr. King farther 
says in his report: 

There has never been a question as to the pro- 
priety of selling condemned materials, stores, etc. 
worthless for use in the naval service, and if ex- 
change of condemned articles for materials needed 
can be made to better advantage than by sale, — 
such, for instance, as the exchange of old tubes or 
old scrap to be worked into new metals, —it would 
seem best to do so. there being no law to the con- 
trary. But the boilers sold were not old materials 
worthless for use; on the contrary, they were new 
and stored in the navy-yards for use in nava 
vessele requiring new boilers,: and for several 
years many of precisely the same kind were sup- 

lied to vessela returning trom cruises with their 

ners worn out and condemned. 

If any proof be needed that the thirty new boil- 
ers sold were sound, in good order, and in all re- 
specte fit for use in naval veseels, it can be found 
by an examination of tne six boilers in the Colos- 
sus, still on the stocks at the New York Navy- 
Yard. 

PROVISIONS AND CLOTHING. 

Fighth—The Committee find from the statis- 
tics of the Bureau of Provisions and Clothing, 
supplied by Secretary Thompson, that pro- 
visions Which were known to be merchantable 
were sold with a view of supplying that Bureau 
with money. It is shown that by this Bureau 
large quantities of valuable stores were private- 
ly and sometimes confidentially sold to a con- 
tractor—William Matthews, of New York. The 
entire amount of sales to him amounted to 
about $700,000,ffor which he paid the Govern- 
ment in clothing at bigh prices—about 383 per 
cent of the cost of the goods sold to him. 
Secretary Thompson has supplied to the Com- 
mittee a very able aud careful report, by his 
Assistant Pay Director, Looper, under date of 
May 18, in regard to the irregularities in this 
Department. 

REPORT OF PAY DIRECTOR LOOPER. 

The following are the most important por- 
tions of this report: 

I have respectfully to report as follows: The 
official sources of evidence upon the subject show 
that during the joint administration of Paymaster- 
Genera! John A. Bradford and Acting Paymaster- 
General James H. Watmough, as chief of said 
Bureau, and subsequently when the former re- 
tired and the latter was appointed to the full 

sition, there were repeated and varied irregu- 
arities iu its administration, a frequent absence 
of due regard for and conformity to law. 


Especially was this the case with regard to the 


Bureau's own distinctive purchases and arrange- 
ments for supplies, its sales of public property 
and disposition of the proceeds thereof, barter or 
exchange of same. It is evident that in all these 
matters either the lawe governing them were not 
known, or they were not respected or considered 
binding. The system positively required by 
law, of openly inviting competition by 
advertising for proposals for needed 
articles and making regular legal contracts 
for the same, seems to lave been, 
so far as the Bureau's own distinctive 
purchases and arrangements were concerned, not 
merely sometimes, but aimost wholly. ignored by 
Mr. Watmough. Mere Bureau orders were com- 
monly given and without advertisement, without 
possibility of competition, without legal contract, 
sometimes without need and without sufficient 
funds under the proper appropriations, and this 
was done with regard to larger as well as smalier 
transactions, as the accompanying papers will 
show. 

The records of the Bureau also show that Chief- 
of-Bureau Watmough made illegal sales or barter 
or exchange of public property to an enormous 
extent all along during the years 1874- 75 and part 
of 1876, and that none of the proceeds thereof 
were, as required by Jaw with regard to every- 
thing. except condemned clothing, covered into 
the Treasury by him, but were, except a trifle, 
covered into the Bureau in the shape of other 
and pew supplies. This was done, not at pub- 
lic auction, without public advertisement 
and without possibility of competition; it was 
done privately and with single individuals. All 
thie was violation of the then existing law. Some 
of the stores thus disposed of were sound and 
merchantable, and of navy inspection, when 
sold by the Bureau, some simply old, and some 
‘‘eondemned and unfit for issue.“ Immense 
quantities of stores, abandoned at home at all 
points, were sold as they were, unseen, for cer- 
tain agreed upon prices, some of them ＋ 2 di- 
rectly to the purchaser. The Bureau alone ar- 
ranged fixing the prices of both sold and purchased 
or exchanged articles. The pay officers had noth- 
ing to do with the matter, nor any board. and the 
officers in charge had simply te ese A Burean orders 
and turn over and receive the articles accordingly, 
and atthe prices specified by the Bureau. The Bu- 
rean during this time thus disposed of $039, 904.83 
worth of stores of all kinds (tuts amount includes 
a sale and exchange or barter by Mr. 
Bradford of $54,331.61 worth of old“ 
beef for 80. 200. 25, paid in beef), the pro- 
ceeds of which went not into the Treasury, as re- 
quired by law. but, as stated, into the Bureau. 
Necessarily these sales and exchanges involved 
much loose and irresponsible action, heavy sacri- 
fices, and great confusion. An indefinite quantity 
of indefinite articles, good, bad, and indifferent, 
were proffered by the Bureau. payment to be 
made in cash, in improved navy bills, in small 
stores, new clothing,” etc., and settlement to 
be made direct with the Bureau, and to ve consid- 
ered confidential. So that articles under one ap- 

ropriation were to be held and paid for sometimes 
n one way and sometimes in another, thus most 
strangely and illegally intermixing and confound- 
ing everything connected with the matter. It 
finally resolved itself into au exchange or barter 
of stores on a large scale. All this clearly was in 
positive violation of law, and especially of certain 
of the well-known articles for the better govern- 
ment of the navy. 

The Republican members of the House Naval 
Committee met and prepared a statement which 
is designed ta counteract the ex-parte expres- 
sions of individual views sent out by Whit- 
thorne, Chairman of the Committee, on the as- 
sumption that it represented tbe views of the 
Committee. The Republicans will insist that 
the Whitthorne report not only does not repre- 
sent the views of the Committee, but that it is 
not even the report of a majority of the Com- 
mittee. A great deal of testimony was taken 
by Whitthorne alone, no other member of the 
Committee being present. Hanna, Republican 
member of the Sub-Committee, who heard a 
considerable portion of the evidence, says there 
is absolutely nothing in it reflecting on the offi- 
cial character of ex-Becretary Robeson. 


The Jardin Mabille. 
C. C. Pulton's Paris Letter in Baltimore American. 
i found the Jardin Mabille on Saturday night 
more brilliant than ever before, several thousand 
more gas-jets having been added to the 10,000 
which iluminated it in past years, and mirrors 
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inserted in blank walls, with vines 80 
trained as to make the iliusion complete. At 
every turn I jostled American and English 
1 and gentlemen, who co ate here on 
Saturday nights, which is a fete nicht, and con- 
sequently more select, as the price is increased 
from one francto five. By 10 o’clock the Jardin 
was literally crowded to such an extent that 
Locomotion was difficult, and the furious dance 

was progressing with a vim that can be wit- 
nessed nowbere else. Among the visitors were 
two clergymen in the unmistakable attire of the 
Episcopal Church, who stroiled around, and 
doubtiess took notes to illustrate their ser- 
mons on human folly and wickedness. However, 
there is little to be seen here that would shock 
the sensibilities of any one, while the garden it- 
self isa magnificent spectacle to behold, and 
the music (by one of the finest and largest or- 
chestras in France) was equal to one of Thomas’ 
famous concerts. It being only during the 
small bours of the night that the dancers lose 
their propriety, mest of those who come to see 
the garden usually retire early, especially the la- 
dies, who come with their husbands or fathers to 
get a glimpse of this shade of Paris life. When 
the female dancers commence to kick the hats 
off the heads of meu who stand six feet in their 
boots, and an occasional boot and striped stock- 
ing can be seen flying over the heads of the 
spectators who are crowding around them, the 
sight-seeing visitors take it asa hint to retire. 
and the garden is soon left to the revelers. To 
visit Paris without seeing the Jardin Mabille 
and ite brilliant flowers and gas-jets, woula be 
like going to Rome and not seeing tne Colos- 
seum. Thereare several gardens of the same 
kind in Paris, but this is the only one that is so 
conducted as to admit of respectable people 
visiting it.

An Interview with Him—What He Says 
About the MeLin Charges—The Silver Con-

1 was anxious enough to appear before the 
Committee, and am anxious now to give my 
testimony. I wrote at once to Gen. Garfield to 
have the Committee subp@na me, but no 
answer was received. I then wrote a letter to 
Secretary Evarts demanding that my testimony 
be taken, and told him thatifno answer were 
received from the Committee I would sail for 
America anyhow on June 6, subpona or not. 
You know that I have sixty days leave of ab- 
sence, the same as all United States Ministers 
abroad are entitled to once a year, during which 
time I might have enjoyed myself in various 
varts of Europe, which I was anxious to see; 
but I insisted upon testifying, and so made up 
my mind to appear before the Investigating 
Committee rather than enjoy a few months of 
leisure and pleasure travel. Qo answer came; 
nevertheless 1 continued to make my prepara- 
tions for departure, and it, was only two days be- 
fore I sailed that I received my subpœna in full 
by cable. I would have come anyway if the 
subpoœna had not reached me.“ 

Ho about the main charges brought against 
you by McLin?”’ asked the Herald reporter. 

GEN. NOTES ON M’LIN. 

„J was just coming to this, and this is really 
the only point I care to talk about just now. 
McLin was originally a Northern man. I have 
known him before as a mau of great integrity 
and responsibility, and always regarded him as 
aman of character.

I defy him to show or prove where, 
when, or how I ever made any promise to use 
my influence, if 1 possessed it at all, with the 
President-elect, or with the President since his 
inauguration. Waat 1 told these men distinct- 
ly all the time was to declare their votes honest- 
ly, to give the State of Florida to Tilden, if he 
bad the majority of votes, but that if this ma- 
jority should honestly show to have been cast 
for Hayes, then | insisted that the vote of the 
State should so be declared. As to my making 
apy overtures that the vote should be declared 
for Hayes regardless of the fact, or that I 
would see to it, this vote being so declared, that 
these men should be rewarded, is simply pre- 
posterous. The thought never entered my 
mind, neither did any oi my associates ever hint 
such a thing to me.“ 

Lou said that before this Electoral business 
occurred you knew Mr. McLin to be a man of 
integrity. How do you account for the fact, 
then, that he should now make statements 
which you brand as false!“ 

I repeat that I knew him to be a man of in- 
tegrity, and even spoke favorably of him to the 
then Gov.

THE BELL-PUNCH. 


It WIII Reduce Intemperance and Taxation 
\ Simultaneously. 

Sr. Louis, June 15.—A Special Committee of 
the City Council of St. Louis has made a report 
strongly in favor of theadoption of the beli- 
punch system of taxing malt and alcoholic 
liquors. ‘They say that, Upon information 
furnished by a distinguished Virginian, they 
are satisfied that the revenue im Virginia this 
year will be nearly double what it was last year, 
and the Auditor of the State asserts that ite 
working is satisfactory to saloou-proprietors 
and the people to such an extent that, if it 
were put toa vote iu Virginia now, it would 
pass by more than nine to one. The Commit- 
tee claims that the tax is not an involuntary 
one, but a voluntary tribute by the consumer. 
He is not compelied to take the drink, and the 
saloon-keeper is not charged with the tax until 
be has collected it from the consumer. 

The effect of the law would be measurably to 
decrease the number of cheap whisky shops and 
to increase the cousumption of beer. The sta- 
tistics in Richmond, Va., for two months show 
that in that city, in September, 1877, the alco- 
holic registrations were 126,880, and the malt 
registrations 135,536. In the month of April, 
1878, after the law had been some time in ful! 
operation, the number of alcoholic registrations 
was 119,535, aad of malt 156,867. 

The Committee are of opiwion that upon the 
diminution of alcoholic consumption! may be 
safely predicted an increase of sobriety and a 
diminution of crime, thus decreasing the neces- 
sary expenditures for police and the criminal 
courts and jails. 

Coming to the important question of revenue, 
the Committee estimates that $600,000 would be 
realized in St. Louis from beer alone, and that 
the sale of whisky and other alcoholic drinks 
would certainly double this sum, thus showing 
a revenue from this mode of taxation of near 

2,000,000 a year. Besides, the floating popula- 
tion, strangers as well as residents, would thus 
an to bear the burden of taxation. 

he Committee paint a glowing picture of the 
practical benefits likely to result from the bell- 
punch. The pow filthy streets would be weil 
paved, the bonded debt of the city would be 
rapidly retired, and St. Louis, independent of 
creditors, would be one of the happiest, as it is 
one of the most evergetic and prosperous, cities 
of the Union.

The British Peerage.

At the beginning of the present year the 
House of Lords consisted of Biood Royal, five: 
Archbishops, two; Dukes, twenty-one; Mar- 
quises, twenty; Earls, 128; Viscounts, thirty- 
two; Bishops, twenty-five; Barons, 261; or a 
total of about 25 per cent more than at the 
death of Geor IV. Of the Barons who re- 
sponded to the first writs of summons to Par- 
liament, issued more than 600 years ago, the 
descendants of two only now sit in the Upper 
House. These are Lords stings and De Ros, 
tue Baronies of both dating from 1264. The 
surviving Peerages which were creations of the 
fourteenth century are four; of the fifteenth 
century, seven; of the sixteenth, twelve; of the 
seventeenth, thirty-Ave; and of the eighteenth, 
ninety-five. The remainder are the cre- 
ations of the present century. In the long

AMERICAN COMMUNISTS. 


Views of Gen. Grant and Victor Hugo. 
Correspondence New York Worid. 

Paris, June 1.—I have lately talked with a 
number of eminent men, French and American, 
on the labor troubles in the United States and 
ou the revolutionary agitation supposed to be 
at the rootofthem. Though America has been 
our first subject, the whole world has usually 
been our last, for This social affliction is visiting 
all the leading nations in turn. The question 
has grown under discussion. One day’s tele- 
grams have brought news of a Socialistic at- 
tempt on the life of the German Emperor, au- 
other day's of the burning of milis and wreck- 
ing of houses in Encland as a mode of arbitra- 
tion by lynch-lawin a dispute as to wages, to 
say nothing of the home reports of strikes in the 
French iron trade and of a threatened turn-out 
of all the printers in Paris, which is the preseut 
terror of the great publishing houses and of the 
= It will be of no less interest to you, 

owever, to hear what was said about other 
countries tuau what was said about your own. I 
shall, therefore, as a rule, confine my notes of 
conversation to the subject of the United States. 

Gen. Grant thinks that there is no cause for 
very serious alarm—just because the vigilant 
inquietude of the public mind in the States is 
in itself a sufficient security against the danger 
of revolutionary, or, as most people prefer to 
put it, Communistic excesses. If the General 
could be guilty of an epigram he migbt say that 
you have no ground for uneasiness because you 
are very il) at ease, and this, in Hibernian fash- 
ion, would be the expression of a profound truth. 
The American people, he says, have evidently 
opened their eyes in time tothe proceedings of a 
knot of agitatorsin the Union who would like 
to make capital out of the present distress in 
trade—though they seem to be opposed to capi- 
talin every other form. These men will be 
looked after, aud they will be prevented from 
doing serious mischief. Their treacherv to one 
another will tend to supply the defects of public 
watchfulness; they may be reli2d on not to keep 
their own secret it they Lave any motive of van- 
ity or greed for divulging tt. The General finds 
much comfort iu the reflection that most of them 
are foreigners,—they will be the more easily 
traced ou that account,—and that the few Amer- 
icans who have joined them are pure demagocues 
of no standing whatever in the country. 

A day or two after hearing this | found an op- 
portunity of taking Victor Hugo’s opinion upon 
the question. The substance of his counsel to 
the States, delivered with much earnestness, 
was: Dou't lose your heads.“ * Be moder- 
ate,“ he said, in dealing withthe authors of 
this national scare. Suppose you have Com- 
munistic agitators among you; well, it is a mis- 
fortune, it is an evil, but do not give them the 
triumph and your brother republicans of 
Europe the shame of seeing you forget your 
self-possessiun. The world expects this ex- 
ample from you. You are bound to it by your 
own past, by the noble principle of mercy and 
forbearance in dealing with misguided men 
ou which you actedat the close of a memor- 
able struggle. You must sbowthbem that a 
real democracy can be as generous as it 18 
brave. You have shown it iu a great Civil War; 
vou must take care not to fail to show it in 
what at the worst is but a political conspiracy. 
I am sorry to hear of the alarm of the public 
and the general outcry in the journals. A peo- 
plein that frame of mind are apt to think that 
it may as well be crue! just foronce for the sake 
ofthe example. Auy despot can persecute, fine, 
and imprison in the name of order; only a great 
and wise Government, strong in the support of 
the peuple. can temper the force of repression 
with pity and toleration. You have a grand op- 
portunity and responsibilities to match; you 
are called ou to deal, for the first time in your 
history, with the social danger; you must most 
strenuously take care for all our sakes that you 
do nothing unworthy of yourselves. Europe 
has often lonked to you for something new ; give 
it an American novelty in this highest depart- 
ment of invention—theart of governing through 
the self-control of the governors. 

“Are all the workingmen in America,” he 
continued, under the leadership of the elite 
of the nation? I express no opinion; I ask the 
question. There is no danger in a democracy 
so officered; but there is every danger when 
the best men in the country do not strive to 
take their proper place in the direction of 
affairs. The streugth of the present Republic iu 
France lies in the fact that all the most considera- 
ble persons in Gur society are Republicans. Ido 
not mean the mere meu of rank or money. I 
mean the best blood of France in the best sense: 
sav, if you like, the best brain. That is the true 
guarantee for moderation, the only one. At 
tae funeral of Thiers I saw how this admirable 
population of Paris, so much maligned, may be 

uieted by asign. Thiers was not altogether a 

avorite of the masses. It was their faith iu 
others alove that gave the® faith in him. They 
had something to pardun to his memory, and 
there were cries bere and there that were not 
exactly cries of affection as the hearse neared 
the cemetery gates. A single gesture of one in 
whom the people had confidence sufliced to 
hush them. We nave no fears of popular trou- 
ble in France, and I repeat that it is because the 
French democracy is under the guidance of the 
elite of the nation.“

| action of the Senate, promptly forwarded to 
the Secretary of the Treasury a sight draft 
on New York for $827, this sum 
including his -own personal expenses 
and a pro rata share of the general 
expenses of the Commission. Secretary 
Suerman declines to receive the money, and 
has returned it to Gov. Brown, expressing 
confidence that Congress at its next session 
will appropriate the amount just refused by 
the Senate, and stating the President's in- 
tention to make good the sum out of his 
private funds in the event that no appropri- 
ation is made. 5

already issued. This decision, though com- 
ing rather late, is certainly a wise one. To 
put the most charitable construction upon 
Senator Matrnews’ conduct in this affair, it 
may be that he simply determined to assert 
first his privilege as a Senator of the United 
States to resist arrest, which was the length 
to which the Porrrr Committee proposed to 
go; that, having done this and heeded the 
advice of judicious newspapers to appear be- 
fore the Committee, he has decided not to 
make a bad matter worse by refusing to sub- 
mit to an examination. He will first make 
his statement before the Senate Committee, 
appointed at his request, and afterwards sub- 
mit to the cross-examination in store for him 
at the hands of Burtzr and McMaunon, The 
result may not be very flattering to Senator 
Matraews’ judgment, but we do not believe 
it will convict him of any guilty connivance 
at fraud, or of the suppression of the evi- 
dence of fraud known to him to be such. 


Unless the Governor shall interfere in be- 
half of the wretched men Surnnr and Con- 
NELLY, they will to-day expiate their brutal 
and cold-blooded murder of Hua McCox- 
VIII by paying the extreme penalty of the 
law,—a penalty none too extreme in con- 
sideration of theircrime. The murder which 
they perpetrated was one of unusual atroc- 
ity. After having assaulted several others, 
these two thugs started out with the avowed 
intention to kill some one. The first vic- 
tims to fall in their way were Hun McCon- 
vil und his niece. They sought to make 
an indecent assault on the young lady, and in 
defending her Mr. MoCoxvILLx was killed. 
The two wretches have had a fair trial and 
been found guilty. The Supreme Court has 
refused to grant a supersedeas, and Judge 
Moon, of the Criminal Court, has 
refused the twenty days’ respite 
which was at his discretion under 
the statute. If the Governor does not inter- 
pose before 9 o'clock this morning, the exe- 
cution will take place and justice will be sat- 
isfied. It is a long time since a hanging has 
taken place in Chicago, and the murderous 
and brutal ruffians who infest the city have 
almost come to believe that they can commit 
any crime with impunity. The execution of 
the two murderers this morning may con- 
vince them that justice is not dead in Chica- 
go, and that laws can be enforced. Society 
will feel more secure when these two men 
are gone, as it gives evidence that others 
may meet with a similar fate, if it does not 
deter them from following out their villain- 
ous purposes. 


THE MONETARY COMMISSIONERS. 
The original nomination of ex-Gov. 
Fenton as a member of the International 
Monetary Commission; the refusal of the 
President to withdraw his name upon the 
demand of the bimetallic Senators; his rejec- 
tion by the Senate; the subsequent nomina- 
tion of Judge Lawrence, and the President’s 
withdrawal of his name at the request of the 
anti-silver men; the renomination of Fry- 
rom; Mr. Conxura’s tardy but enthusiastic 
support of his appointment, and his final 
confirmation by the Sexate,—these form a 
chain of circumstance that augur badly for 
the success of the Silver International Con- 
ference, They indicate that the gold clique 
has by no means given up the struggle for a 
single gold standard, and that these persons, 
having failed to defeat the remonetization of 
silver accomplished by Congress in spite of 
the President’s veto placed at their disposal, 
are now determined to defeat, if possible, 
the permanent establishment of the double 
standard by international agreement. The 
situation is that of a selfish clique opposed 
to the popular will, and the former has ob- 
tained a temporary advantage over the latier 
by methods which will not bear impartial 
scrutiny. The New York Post, an implaca- 
ble enemy of silver remonetization, says ‘of 
Senator Fenton that, during his last year 
in Congress, he made some of the ablest ar- 
guments that were listened to in behalf of a 
sound currency, aud he will be certain to op- 
pose any views which look to any trifling with 
the national honor.” The meaning of which 
is that Fenton is expected to do whatever 
lies in his power to prevent the adoption of 
the bimetallic standard by the International 
Conference, and to defeat the object of the 
law under which he is appointed. The Post 
denounced the enactment of the Silver bill 
as ‘‘ trifling with the national honor.” 

It is useless to disguise the feeling that the 
President is clearly censurable for the part 
he has taken in this affair. He started out 
with the knowledge that the Remonetization 
act, providing for this Conference, had been 
passed over his veto by three-fourths of 
both Houses of Congress, and was approved 
by rully nine-tenths of the American people. 
He had been very properly rebuked by the 
joumediate and overwhelming passage of the 
law over his veto, without any reference to 
a committee or further consideration. This 
rebuke should have taught him that he had 
erred in setting up his own preference 
against that of Congress and the people. 
His plain duty thereafter was to do every- 
thing within his province to carry out the 
law in the spirit in which it was passed, 
and to lead up to the realization 
of the purpose at which it was aimed. In 
selecting the Commissioners to serve at the 
Conferencs suggested by the UnitedStates 
Government, it was clearly his duty to ap- 
point three men who would be thoroughly 

in sympathy with the maintenance of the 
double standard in this country, and who 
would do evetything in their power to secure 
an international agreement upon the relative 
proportions of the gold and silver coin as 
the surest means for sustaining the double 
standard. The purpose of the Conference, 
80 far as this country is concerned, is not to 
determine whether the double standard shall 
be continued or abandoned in this country, 
but, in the language of the law:

Instead of following 
this clear line of duty, the President ap- 
pointed only one member—Judge Gnrozs- 
Buck, of Cincinnati—who is at once compe- 
tent and really in favor of the double stand- 
ard; of the other two, Gen. Warn is at 
best lukewarm, and will probably contend 
for a higher ratio of silver than the European 
Powers will agree to, while ex-Gov. Frn- 
Ton is an avowed advocate of an exclusive 
gold currency. The President's subsequent 
action in the affair further attests that he 
has used his power for the benefit of the 
gold clique, and in opposition to Congress 
and the people. He refused to withdraw 
Fenton’s name when the silver men re- 
quested ity but readily withdrew Judge Law- 
RENCE’s name (sent in after Fenton's rejec- 
tion) at the demand of the anti-silver men, 
and renominated the defeated Fenton, who 
was at last confirmed. We cannot reconcile 
this course with any fair conception of the 
President's duty, and he is equally blamable 
whether he was guided by his motives of 
spite at the silver men in Congress, or by the 
pressure of the gold clique whom the people 
had overthrown. 

ConkLIna’s advocacy of Fenton, after the 
latter had once been rejected, is a curious 
instance of a politician’s elasticity. Conx- 
LING and Fenton have been at swords’ points 
for years. They fought originally over the 
division of Federal offices in New York, 
when both were in the Senate. Frntron 
went over to the Liberals, and ConxkLING 
in the end gained the mastery. 
But Fernton’s defeat only widened 
the breach between them. Had Fenton beon 
nominated for almost any other position, 
ConxkLina would have opposed him bitterly ; 
as it was, Conkiina gratifiod his spleen to 
the extent of allowing Fenton to be rejected 
at first. Then it occurred to this high-mind- 
ed Senator from New York that he hated the 
silver men even moro than he hated Fenton, 
and so he became Fenton's champion. It 
was not to Frenton’s rescue that CoxRxLN 
came, but to the rescue of the gold clique ; 
it was not a generous act to a former oppo- 
nent, but an abject service to Wail street. 

It is strange that the silver men in the 
Senate permitted themselves to be bam- 
boozled in this way. It is probably because 
a majority of them allowed personal and 
political spite to influence them. Judge 
Lawrence was known to be an able and 
earnest advocate of bimetallism; and well 
qualified to advance American interests in 
the proposed Conference. But it was also 
known that he was one of the President's 
warmest supporters and a former member of 
the Louisiana Commission, The confirma- 
tion of Fenton instead of Law nXNOR was a 
sacrifice of principle and the future interest 
of the country to gratify factional spite. 

If the International Silver, Conference 
shall result in a failure tolagree upon a fixed 
and Common ratio, it will not be through 
any indisposition on the part of European 
nations to give the subject proper considera- 
tion. All the Great Powers of Europe will 
be represented at the Conference except 
England and Germany, and the League 
might eventually acquire such advantages as 
to induce these two Powers to acquiesce, 
The present danger is from the misrepre- 
sentation of the American interests by the 
American Commissioners. This can only be 
averted in one way, viz.: Mr. Fenton, even 
though individually opposed to the donble 
standard, and Mr. Warxer, without refer- 
ence to his own notions as to what the size 
of tho silver coin should be, must keep in 
mind that they go into the Conference with 
practical instructions from Congress, in- 
dorsed by the American: people, to bring 
about an international agreement upon a 
ratio of silver and gold that will strengthen 
the double standard in this country; and to 
this end they must conscientiously and 


- heartily act in conjunction with Mr. Gnozs- 


peck to carry out the full intent and spirit of 
the Silver law. : ) 


LEGISLATIVE ABUSES. 

Congress has adjourned. Aftera session 
of more than eight months it adjourned, 
—the mombers being too fatigued, worn 
out, and some of them too drunk to be 
able to agree upon voting away any more 
money and levying any more taxes. The 
two Houses voted over $170,000,000, inde- 
pendent of the standing appropriations for 
interest on the public debt. This will neces- 
sitate a large increase of taxation or a large 
deficiency in the revenue. Never was there 
a more profligate Congress than that which 
closed its first session at daylight on Thurs- 
day morning. The scenes had become so 
disgraceful, aud the inability of the House to 
act intelligently had become so evident, that 
the Speaker during the night declared the 
House adjourned for two or three hours. It 
was considered better to suspend the session 
than to continue the attempt to do business. 
The members from Philadelphia consumed 
three or more hours that night in an attempt 
to defeat a post-route bill from which a sub- 


. sidy to a line of Philadelphia steamships had 


been excluded. 

An order had been passed several weeks 
ago to adjoura the session at 6 o'clock p. 
m. on the 18th. That. hour finding the 
business of the Congress incomplete,the time 
of adjournment was postponed for twenty- 
four hours. It was again postponed uutil 10 
o'clock at night, and again until 3 in the 
morning, and again until 5 a. m. During 
the seventy-two hours preceding the final 
adjournment the business of the two 
Houses was delegated to Committees of Con- 
ference, Six men had charge of each bill, 
and they agreed or differed, altered or 
changed, struck out or inserted appropria- 
tions as they thought proper, and the 
reeling, stupid, and disorderly Houses 
shouted their approval or disapproval with- 
out knowing in one case outof ten what 
had been done by the Commiitees. And 
this was thelegislation of whatis supposed to 
be a deliberative body! This was the notion of 
a Congress to whom the Constitution had 
intrusted the exclusive legislative power of 
the nation. Neither House was in the 
physical or mental condition on Wednesday 
to legislate at all and much less to legis- 
late on the appropriation of money. 
The weakness of the present Congress has 
been the expenditure of other people's 
money. Outside of a bill to draw money 
from the Treasury, the Congress seemed to 
lack knowledge, lack experience, and lack 
unity of thought and purpose. Even the 
Porter investigation lacked intelligence of 
purpose. Originated to furnish a pretext 
for declaring the Presidential election void 
because of fraud, the House paused mid- 
way in the investigation to announce, by an 
almost unanimous vote, that the declared re- 
sult of the Presidential election could not be 
questioned by Congress or elsewhere by any 
allegation or even proof of fraud in any 
form. 

The whole machinery of the House of

bellion, and the House stopped suddenly, in 
the hight of its delirium, to pass an amend- 
ment to the Constitution forever prohibiting 
the payment of any one of those claims. 

The time has come when Congress must 
subject its prodeedings to the control of law. 
Rules of each Howsé, or joint rules, are of no 
avail so long as they can be suspended, and 
they are always suspended when the contin- 
gency arises for their enforcement, 

No bill of auy kind for any purpose 
should be read more than once on any day. 
No bill should be passed without the affirma- 
tive vote of a majority, recorded by yeas and 
nays. No bill should be considered passed 
that shall not be presented to the President 
at least three or five entire days before the 
time fixed for the adjournmentof the session. 
This is & matter that must be settled not by 
rule, but by a law which cannot be sus- 
pended, and cannot be repealed except as 
other laws are repealed. The Constitution 
provides that each House may determine 
the rules of its own proceedings,” but this 
does not preclude Congress as a whole estab- 
lishing such regulations by law as 
may be deemed necessary to govern 
the proceedings of both Houses. This 
power has already been exercised by 
the enactment of various laws on the sub- 
ject. Any rule which either House may 
adopt for its own government, or which the 
two Houses may adopt to govern their joint 
proceedings, may be enacted as a law of the 
United States. The necessity for such a law 
has long been apparent, and, if any doubt 
ever existed as to such a necossity, the action 
of Congress since Monday last should be suf- 
ficient to satisfy any one that in such a law 
only can Congress, the President, and the 
country find protection against the shameful 
abuses of the legislative power. With such a 
law, the business of legislation would termi- 
nate at least three days before the adjcurn- 
ment of the session, in which time 
the President would have an op- 
portunity to examine what each 
bill contained, and be enabled to consider 
intelligently the propriety of approving or 
vetoing it. 
thorizing the Presideut to approve any part 
of an appropriation bill and to return the 
other parts to Congress without his approval, 
would do much to protect the country 
against the reckless, wasteful, and scanda- 
lous system of making appropriations for all 
manner of improper objects, and compelling 
the President to approve the whole bill or 
defeat such appropriations as may be neces- 
sary to support the Government. 


MR. CONGER’S BOMBSHELL. 
Mr. Conezr is doing good service in fight- 
ing the monstrous demands of the South 


that have repeatedly come before the House 


in the shape of claims for losses incurred 
during the War of the Rebellion by reason 
of disloyalty. It is not long since he ex- 
posed the attempt of Mr. Reagan, the ex- 
Postmaster-General of the Southern Con- 
federacy, to secure the claims of certain 
Southern mail contractors who had already 
been paid in full, and prevented a deliberate 
robbery of the Treasury by confronting him 
with the archives of his own Department 
which contained the evidence of their com- 
pensation. On Wednesday last he made a 
home thrast which exposed Democratic in- 
consistency upon the Rebel claims business. 
He brought out the Northern doughfaces 
from their 
skulking placea, aud compelled them to go 
upon the record. The whole Democratic 
crowd who have been protesting so loudly 
that they are not in favor of the payment 
of these claims was brought squarely up to 
the rack upon a question which could not 
be dodged. The question was upon the 
passage of a joint resolution proposing a 
constitutional amendment forever prohibit- 
ing the payment of any claim for property 
taken, used, injured, or destroyed by United 
States troops during the War of the Rebell- 
ion, unless the owner was loyal to the Gov- 
ernm<nt, and gave neither aid nor encour- 
agement to the enemy; also including all 
claims to Rebels living in the North during 
the War—and there were a good many of 
them—who could not prove their loyalty. 
It was, as will be seen, a sweeping resolu- 
tion. It covered the whole ground. It left 
no loophole for escape, and there was no 


way of dodging the ironclad record which it’ 


presented. It was a time that tried the 
Democratic soul. A bombshell suddenly 
lighting in a camp-mecting could hardly 
have caused more consterhation than Mr. 
ConGcrr’s bomb that suddenly burst upon 
the Democratic camp. Every expedient was 
tried to avoid it, but Mr, Conarr held 
them stifly up to it. The Northern 
doughfaces joined the Southern Brig- 
adiers in the various tactics known 
to parliamentary warfare to prevent 
a record vote. They were upon the ragged 
edge, with a cast-iron, unrelenting issue be- 
fore them that was to lay bare their insin- 
cerity and hypocrisy. The Republicans, of 
course, voted for the resolution. Most of 
the Southern Brigadiers boldly faced the 


‘music and voted against it, thus showing 


that they were not willing to have an amend- 
ment made to the Constitution which would 
specifically squelch every claim of a disloyal 
person, North or South, although they have 
all along pretended that all such claims were 
barred by constitutional amendment. The 
Northern doughfaces squirmed. A handful 
voted with the Brigadiers. Many of them 
dodged voting. .The rest, looking forward 
with alarm to the future and anxious to save 
their election in the fall, voted with the Re- 
publicans, and the amendment secured the 
necessary two-thirds, the vote standing 141 
yeas to 61 nays. 

Although the amendment has passed the 
House and is now in order to be taken up by 
the Senate at any time, a renewal in the 
House being unnecessary, the Democratic 
vote which helped secure its passage does 
not mean anything and does not indicate 
anything except their own fear of being 
left out in the next election. They did not 
dare to face their constituents with a negative 
vote on the record, Their hypocrisy was 
not only shown by their twisting and squirm- 
ing, but by their action of the day before in 
voting solidly for the Porrza bill providing 
for the investigation of all such claims 
against the United States. This bill vests the 
whole machinery for claiming, proving, and 
collecting accounts in the Court of Claims. 
It provides that any person who may have 
a claim of which the Court of Claims has not 
now jurisdiction, but founded on equality 
and justice, and not-barred by any statute of 
limitation, may file his bill in the Court of 
Claims, setting out the grounds of his claim 
and the relief desired. The Court, after 
trying the case, shall report its findings to 
Congress, which body shall not consider, or 
allow, or authorize the payment of any pri- 
vate claim not payable under the existing 
law, until the same has been heard and re- 
ported to Congress by the Court of Cisims,” 
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Such a law, with another au- 


It further provides that all claims provided 
for in the act not prosecuted within six 
years of its passage shall be barred by 
limitation. It is in this Court of Claims 
that the Southern Brigadiers have centered 
their hopes of making the loyal peo- 
ple of this country pay the losses 
of the disloyal, and compelling the Govern- 
ment of the United States to assume 
the expenses of the South incurred in the 
attempt to destroy it. The Porrss bill not 
only vests this Court with full power in the 
premises, but it gives a six years’ additional 
lease of life to their claims, by which time 
the Democrats assame they will be in com- 
plete control of the Government, after which 
tebel claims can live forever, and the doors 
be thrown wide open to any raid the South 
may be pleased to make upon the Treasury. 
This was their hope. It may be, however, 
that they have hoisted themselves with their 
own petard. Should the constitutional 
amendment which has passed the House pass 
the Senate at its next session and be ratified 
by the States, according to Jaw, it will 
knock the bottom out of the Porrzx bill, so 
far as claims of disloyal persons are con- 
cerned. ‘This will not pass to the credit of 
the Northern doughfaces, however. Their 


vote upon the Porrer bill showed their in- 


clination; their vote uponj the CoNGER 
amendment indicated personal necessity. 
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Dispatches from Berlin indicate that there 
is little doubt of a thorough understanding 
between England and Austria, or of the like- 
lihood of its coutinuance during the entire 
deliberations, If this statement be true, 
then it is evident that they will be likely to 
insist upon the carrying ont of their pro- 
gramme even at the extremity of war, and 
that nothing can prevent it unless Russia is 
prepared to fight both. Franco, Italy, and 


Germany, the other three Powers, have as 


yet indicated no purpose to present any 
views that they are ready to back up with an 
army. They are present as mediators, and if 
England and Austria decide that the San 
Stefano treaty must be modified, it is evi- 
dent it will be, unless Russia is prepared to 
appeal to the sword, since the other Powers 
cannot overrule the decision. Unless, there- 
fore, England and Austria fall out, their pro- 
gramme is likely to be adopted. ‘The admis- 
sion of Greece counts for little beyond the 
right of being consulted in matters pertain- 
ing to her interésis. England already hav- 
ing suggested that the Congress has no 
power to slice up territory not involved in 
the war, Greece has little hope of obtaining 
either Thessaly or Epirus, and will have to 
content herself with the empty promise of 
better government under the Porte. 


POSTAL SAVINGS BANKS, 
To the Editor of The Tribune.

What does 
that mean? Will Congress adjourn without taking 
action on that vital question’ Have: they 
sileuced? By what-power has that happened, etc. !

Mr. Dewars asks several questions. The 
failure of any national savings bill may be as- 
eribed to two causes,—first, the secret but 
aciive opposition of the existiug savings banks 


and the private banks which receive small de- 


posits fromthe working classes. The oflicers 
of those banks kevt a lobby in Washington 
working quietly and secretly against the pas- 
sage of any postal savings bill. Aud they also 
used their influence by direct appeal to mem- 
bers. The reason is obvious. ‘The keepers of 
the savings banks don’t want the Government 
to provide a safe place of deposit for the earn- 
ings of the laboring classes, lest they might 
transfer some of their money from the unsafe 
and rotten institutions to the perfectly safe 
Government depositories. 
officers of those banks brought to bear on mem- 
bers of Congress (some of whom are borrowers 
from them) was very great, and in some cases 
as irresistible as that of a creditor to a debtor. 
The second cause of failure was the opposition 
of the ‘“State-Sovereignty”? Democrats who 
made objection to any such Dill on the ground 
that, in some occult and inconceivable way, it 
would trench upon the “‘sovercign”’ right of 
the States tor the National Government to pro- 
vide safe places of deposit for the industrial 
classes or to take, charge of the business and 
invest those savings in its own securities for 
their benefit. ‘Those guardians of State Sov- 
ereiguty’’ were mostly badly-reconstructed 
Rebels, but they had some Northern doughface 
backers. These two classes of objectors—the 
rotten savings-bankers and the Bourbons—in- 
terposed a freczing, persistent opposition to the 
advancement of the bill, and prevented it from 
being considered. But the failure to pass the 
bill must in part be ascribed to the strange 
apathy of the working-classes themselves, who 
did nothing to influence the enactment of a 
Postal Savings bill. The trades-unions, so 
many thousands of whose members have suffered 
by broken savings banks, never lifted a finger 
in behalf of anational savings system. The 
workingmen held no meetings anywhere, and 
passed no resolutions, and wrote no letters to 
members of Congress urging the cnactment of 
such a bill. They acted with strange indiffer- 
cnee. All that was done to promote the scheme 
was by a lew newspapers, who received uo sup- 
port or backing irom the classes whose interests 
they espoused. Is it any wonder, then, in view 
A the foregoing facts, that Congress adjourned 
without passing the bill? If the trades-unions 
of Chicago and a few other cities had moved in 
the matter by meetings and resolutions, the bill 
could bave been passed. Perhaps next winter 
they will stir themselves. Whenever they do 
in a way that convinces Congress that they really 
desire the cuactment of a national savings Sys- 
tem, the bill will) be passed; but uutil they do 
move, the bill will remamin committee dor- 


mant.

The Illinois criminal code seems to be a dead 
letter so far as lottery advertising is concerned. 
We believe that Tus Tanin is the only news- 
paper that refrains entirely from the pubiica- 
tion of notices and tists of lotteries: we are 
certain that the Times and Jnter-Ocean, and we 
think the /owrnal and Post, derive a considera- 
ble proportion of their revenue from this illicit 
practice. The law provides that whoever 
knowingly prints, publishes, etc., or causes to 
be printed, published, etc., anv advertisement 
of any lottery-+ticket or scheme, or any share 
in any such ticket or scheme for sale, either 
for himself or by any other person, or sets up, 
or exhibits, or devises, or makes, for the pur- 
pose of being set up or exhibited, any sign, 
symbol, or emblematic or other representation 
of a lottery or the drawing thereof, in any way 
indicating where a iottery-ticket, or any share 
thereof, or any such Writing, certificate, bill, 
token, or other aevice before mentioned may 
be purchased or obtained, or in any way 
invites, or entices, or attempts to invite 


or entice any other person to purchase or receive 


the same, shall, for each offense, be fined not 
exceeding 8100.“ Now the phrascology of this 
law is certainiy explicit enough to cover every 
possible advertisement of a lottery, and nothing 
is easier of proof than a notice printed in a pub- 
lic newspaper. But the law goes further tuan 
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this. If it did not. the Times and other law- 


breaking newspapefs would probably pay the 
$100 and proceed with their unlawfnl traffic. 
Another section, however, provides that, in the 
case of a second offense after conviction, the 
offender “shall, in addition to the fine before 
provided, be confined in the County Jail not ex- 
ceeding one year.” In compliance with 
this law Tue Txipcns constantly rejects 
lottery advertisements for which it is 
offered large prices. while dts contempora- 
ries as constantly print them in open defiance 
of the law. The State’s-Attorney takes the 
ground, we understand, that it is not bis bust- 
ness to prosecute the offending newspapers 
unless a complaint is formally made which he 
can present to the Grand Jury. If he is right 
iu this position, then we should think that the 
scrupulous and conscientious persons who pro- 
cured the passage of the law in the first in- 
stance would bestir themselves to secure its 
enforcement. There is little use in making 
efforts to have a law passed by the Legislature, 
which is then to be dropped without ceremony, 
and treated as if it were not on the statute- 
books. Al! the injury done. by lottery adver- 
tisements before the passage of the law is done 
now, 80 long as only a single newspaper volun- 
tarily refuses their publication and all the other 
newspapers are permitted to violate the law 


with impunity. 5

Hanlan and Morris at 
Pittsburg. 


Hanlan Wins by Four Lengths--- 
Time or the Five Miles, 
37 Minutes.

AQUATIC. 
THE WANLAN-MORRIS RACE. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune, 

rirrsvune, Pa., June 20.—The Morris-Hanlan 
race for the championship of the United States 
aud Canada and a purse of $2,000 came off this 
evening under peculiarly favorable circum- 
stances as regards weather. The oy drawback 
was the high stage of the river, which, however, 
did not materially affect the plucky oarsmen, 
whose time was much better than was expected. 
There was an immense crowd in attendance, 
estimated at not less than 20,000, lining both 
sides oi the river along the entire course, while 
the neighboring bills, from which favor- 
sble views could be obtained, were 
black with people. Betting just 
before the start was brisk, with the odds in 
favor of Ilanlan. The start was not effected 
until 6:00, the delay being in the interest of the 
gamblers. During the race bulletin-boards in 
the city were surrounded by huudreds of excited 
people, who eagerly contemplated the changing 
phases of the struggle as they were reported by 
telegraph. 
those of Han!an were red and blue. 
‘were in splendid condition. The start took 
place at 6:09, amid the most vo- 
eferous ecneering. Hanlan at once took 
the lead, rowing with apparent ease 
twenty-eight strokes to the minute, from which 
be never deviated. Morris started with thirty- 
two strokes, Which he increased on the home- 
stretch to thirty-five. The first half-mile, Han- 
lan’s boat showed about half a length in front. 
This he increased to six lengths by the time the 
turning-point was reached. Both boats turned 
the buoy handsomely. Now came the crisis of 
the struggle. Morris increased his strokes to 
thirty-five: Hanlan maintained his twenty 
eiglit. Morris spurted and lessened Hanlan’s 
lead to one length, but all in vaiu. Do what 
he would, he cold not make his boat show 
infront. His extraordinary exertions now be- 
gan to tell on him. His respirations could be 
heard by those on shore. It was evident be had 
put forth all his powers. But he still main- 
tained the struggle, the Canadian meanwhile 
keeping his lead, which he slowly increased 
until be reached the finish, coming in four 
lengths ahead, apparently as fresh and vigorous 
as When he started out. Morris, on the con- 
trary, Was completely exhausted, and had to be 
lifted cut of his boat by his friends. 
The official time, 87 minutes, is regarded 
as remarkably fast, considering the stiff currert 
of the river. The result was greeted with un- 
bounded demonstrations of delight by the Ca- 
nadians. They shouted and cheered, threw their 
hats in the air, danced arouna, and shouted and 
cheered aggin. They were winners of at Icast 
850, p. Morris’ friends kept very quiet. They 
had nothing to rejoice over; their champion 
was ¢efeated, and many of them impoyerished. 
‘Lindsay, a cattle-dealer of Toronto, bet $1,000 
to $5.000 that Morris would not show in front 
during ahe race. He won. After the race 
Hanlan presented Morris with a pair of sculls. 
Morris, in accepting them, said he would have 
no special use for them. as he had rowed his 

last race. | 

Hanlan is now generally acknowledged to be 
the better man. His style of rowing ia fault- 
less. He keeps his strength well in hand. His 
endurance is wonderful. He is proof against 
excitement; he pulls to win. His victory to- 
day was a great achicvement. It was the best 
five-mile race ever witnessed in America. 

THE WINNER. 

Edward Hanlan has been an oarsman ever 
since he was able to handle a scull. His cradle 
is said to have had a pair of outriggers attached 
to it, all other devices to keep the infant prod- 
igy quiet proylug abortive. There is a picture 
at Montreal which represents him seated in a 
Wash-basin with a spoon in each hand extending 
over the sides. ;

Shortly 
aiterward Hanlan won a medal offered by the 
Governor-General of Canada, his opponents 
being Louden and Douglas. He won the 
first’ prize at the Centennial regatta on 
the Schuylkill, defeating Coulter and Luther, 
of Pittsburg, and Plaistea. In June of last year 
he sustained his first defcat at the Silver Lake 
regatta. This was undoubtedly owing to an ac- 
cident to one of the outriggers of his boat. The 
same month he won first prize in another regatta 
on the same water, beating Johnson and Dris- 
coll, He entered for the Fourth of Julyregatta 
at Boston last year, but was ruled out for foul- 
ing Plaisted. Hanlan’s conduct on this occa- 
sion gave great offense to the sculliug fraterni- 
ty, but the difficulty was finally settled to the 
satisfaction of all concerned. He 

t Ross over a five-mile course for 81.000 
a side. His next engagement was with 
Plaisted, two miles, for $1,000 a side, Hanlan 
coming in an easy wivner. He then accepted 
Morris’ challenge for the race which came otf 
to-day, the Prize being $1,000 a side and the 
championship of the United States and Canada.

THE PEORIA REGATTA.

Peonta, III., June -The second day of the 
first regatta of the Mississippi Valiey Amateur 

wing Association had an unfavorable Open- 
ing, aud promised to be an untortunatg ove. 
During the early morning hours the r fell 
steadily. When it ceased to fall a stiff nort h- 
westerly breeze sbrung up and continued all 
day. The crowd which gathered to wituess the 
races exceeded in numbers tnat of yesterday, 
Which was variously estimated at from 15,000 to 
20,000. At Bo’ciock this afternoon, when the 
referee’s boat was ordered over the course, 
the water was very rough, the strong west 
wind blowing against the slow current 
from the east, and it was thought almost im- 
practicable to call the races.

The first race was the sevior 
four-oared shells. in which there were three en- 
tries, the boats drawing into line in the follow- 
ing order from the Peoria shore: Sylvans, of 
Moline, III., color of bow, oars, and cap, cardi- 
nal; the Farraguts, of Chicago, color light blue; 
the Madisuns, of Madison, Wis. The 
start was made at exactly 3:45, with the 
wind blowing even stronger than during the 
day. The Sy!vans made aspurt of thirty-nive 
stroke, the Madisons of tuirty-eight, and the 
Farracuts of thirty-seven at tue start, wheu 
they settled down to their more natural stroke. 
Barnard, bow of the Sylvans, caught a crab 
on the tenth stroke, Which tne Madisous took 
advantage of, and jumped to the lead. They 
were unable to ho!dit, aud. at the quarter-mile, 
the Svivans were ahead by two — 
with the Madisons second and the Farracuts 
third. At the half-mile,the crews occupied 
about the same positions, the first puiling 
thirty-seven and the second thirty-eight strokes. 
The two boats. the Molines and Madisons, 
turned almost at the same time, and made a 
magnificent row for null a mile. The Syivans 
drew toward the north shore to avoid the 
wind, and steadily forged ahead from the half- 
mile to the uuish, coming in first by ten boat- 
Jengths; time, l4:1l4g and 14:36. The Farra- 
guts were third. The race was as good a one as 
is often pulled on Westeru waters, when al- 
lowance is made forthe wind. 

The double-scull race was a walk-over for the 
Madison boys, no crew appearing against them.

The last day on earth of the murderers of 
flugh McConville was all the more solemn and 
impressive trom the very silenee and funeral- 
like mauuer of the preparations going on inside 
the jail for the final taking‘off. Ali rational 
hope had departed Wednesday afternoon with 
the denials of the Supreme Court to grant a 
supersedeas, aud of Judges Moore and Jameson 
to order a stay of proceedings for a few days.

arrived about 9:80 o' clock, 
and entered the librarv. Father Don- 
ling went up to Suerry's cell and 
brought him dowu. Iu coming down, however, 
the attendant turnkey took the stairs at the 
north end of the jail, aud Sherry caugat a full 
view of the device from which he was to step 
off into eternity. Tue sight did not seem to 
appall him, however, and he passed on without 
remark. Arriving at the library, he was closeted 
with the Bishop, who heard his confession, gave 
lima penance to recite, aud administered to him 
the rites of contirmation. Connelly was also 
brought down, made his confession, and received 
the same rites. Both were then returned to 
their cells. Jailer Currier,im the weil-kuown 
kindness of his big heart, had promised them 
anything they wanted in the way of edibies, 
drinks, etc., except whisky, and, during the 
morning., Sherry held him to his promise. The 
Jailer brought him up some wine, which seemed 
to please bim very much. Connelly 
was also offered some, but said to tue Jailer 
that be guessed he didn’t want any. Between 
11 and 12 o’clock thev were told that 

THB PHOTOGRAPHER, 

who had been sent for, had come in. and was 
ready to“ take“ them. They received the news 
with evident delight, and lost no time in getting 
tnemselves up in their best ye preparatory to 
sittiug for their pictures. They expressed a 
wish to have somcthing they could look at be- 
fore they died, their idea being that a ferrotype 
would be just what they wanted. Instead of 
that, the artist took their photos, promising to 
give them proofs during the afternoon. Sherry 
sat first, assuming au easy, natura! attitude, 
and even going so tar as to tone down the 
scowl his tace usually wears into a pleasant 
smile. Connelly followed, and seemed to 
derive a good deal of pleasure from the fact 
that he was being photographed, and that his 
inends could have something that would show 
how he looked the last days of his life. After 
the process of taking their pictures had been 
completed they were weighed, at the suggestion 
of Sheriff Kern, Sherry balancing the scale at 
161, and Connelly at 147 pounds. When they 
came in on the 23d of February last, with their 
overcoats and other heavy clothing on, Sherry 
weighed 160, and Connelly 141. The gain in 
weight was, thercfore, considerable, and would 
go to show that they must have kept up good 
appetites and thrived on prison fare. Thev 
went through the process of being weighed with 
Very apparent indiilerence, and, when it was 
completed, returned to their cells. 

Alter the pictures had beeu taken the prison- 
ers returned to their cells. Dinner was otfered 
them, but they refused to partake of anything 
except afew delicacies that visitors had passed 
in. They were very much depressed, and had 
very little to sav except to express disappoint- 
ment at not having been able to get one of the 
pictures at once. They had not been in their 
cells a great while before the Sisters called on 
them, and began to read and pray for them. 
They got down on their kneés and prayea fer- 
vently and wept bitterly, and the jew who were 
ermitted to take in the Scene were moved. 

‘he change was marvelous, for the day before 
both had been defiant aud careless, but now 
they were all humiliation and devotion, 
and subsequently it was found that both were 
much subdued. As soon as their tears bad 
dried, one called to the other through an aper- 
ture in the flag-stone separating their cells, and 
some loud whispering was indulged in. The 
resuit of it was they agreed to

: Sherry responded in a_low, tremulous voice, 
es, sir,” and wito a farewell the prisoner 
was icit to ponder over his fate. 

Directly alter returning to his office, Mr. 
Mills was waited on by Messrs. Mc@lannaban 
aud Anderson, attorneys for Suerry. wao had 
come to him in the interest of a respite. 
Everything else having failed, as a last resort 
they kues, from the letter brought by the 
brother of one of the condemned from Spring- 
field, that. if Mills would attach bis name toa 
dispatch to the Governor, a stay of sentence 
could be secured,-and this was the object of 
their visit. They lavored with him, argued and 
pleaded for about half au hour, but it was all 
to no avail, for the auswer came that 
he would not have anything to do 
with the case. He assured them that his heart 
was full of sympathy for the unfortunates, but 
since the lower court and the Supreme Court 
bad passed on the law and the evidence, and the 
Governor had refused to interlere, he could do 
nothing. They left him, sensible of having 
dove all in tacir power, aud that the last hope 
for postponing the hanging had been wiped 
away. They were perplexed and overcome with 
sorrow, the more so from tbe fact that what 
they had doue fot Sherry had been as a matter 
of charity, to which they had been prompted by 
a belief in his innocence of the crime, and after 
consultation they agreed to 

VISIT CONNELLY 

in his cell and prevail upon him to confess to 
the facts as they believed them to exist,—that 
Sherry had had nothing to do with the murder, 
etc. They called on him one at a time, aud 
labored long and hard to get him to deny his 
story at the trial, Dut it was of no avail. He 
contended that he bad told the truth,—that 
Sherry had done the cutting, ete.,—and would 
not vhange bis story. They explained to him 
how it was impossible for him to be saved from 
the galigws, and how it couid do him no good 
to stance iu the way of Sherry’s being saved, but 
it Was no use, for he would neither add to nor 
take from the version he had alread given of 
the crime. He pleaded his innocence in tears, 
and muintained that he bed uo confessions to 
make that he nad not alreadv made. 

Atter gelling turouch with Conne lly, the at- 
torneys aimoulshed him to prepare for his 
doom, and theu 

CALLED ON SHERRY 

to see if be had any statements to make. He 
was glad to see them, and when it was broken 
to him that all hope was gone. —that the State’s 
Attorney had refused to sign the petition for a 
reprieve,—be cried bitterly, and saia, It's all 
up.“ They then told bim of Connelly’s de- 
termination not to confess, to whica his reply 
was, He cau never go to Heaven with a lie on 
his tongue.“ He had uo further statements or 
requests to make, except to correct ove thing 
he had sworn to on the trial which was false, 
and of which he had repented. He desired to 
say tothe world that when he swore that he 
slept with Connelly the night of the killing of 
McConville, he swore falsely. 

The two men were also visited during the 
afternoon by the Sisters of Mercy and the 
priest who have been affordiag them what was 
intended to be the comforts of religion. Con- 
nelly seemed to be impressed wita the sulemuity 
of things, and the necessity for making some 
preparation for the ever-vearing moment. He 
paced his ceil and appeared to be in deep 
thought, with scaicely a word for anybody but 
intimate friends, aud with aimost nothing to 
say toreporters. During the afternoon Warden 
McClaugnry, of the Peulientiary, and Comnite- 
sioner Jones, of the same institution. stopped at 
the cell doors of the two men, aud passed a few 
words with them. Sherry was the more talka- 
tive of the two, but those who have watched 
bin for a few days noticed a woudertul 
change in his demeanor from the rouga 
brageadocio style he has affected to a rather 
subdued, although by no means lamb-like, bear- 
ing tuwards all who came up to the door. To- 
wards 5 o'clock 

CONNELLY RECEIVED A CALL 

from his brother and some iadies who knew him 
out at the Stock-Yards. The door was opened 
and they entered the cell, where «a most affect- 
ing interview was held. Conneily’s brother sat 
doWn ou the rude bunk, the iadigs were tur- 
uished witb chairs, and the doomed man himself 
continued his uneasy, Monotonous walk up and 
down the narrow apartment. But little was 
said. There were red eves there, aud checks 
wet with tears, but the voices of the wretched 
ones were busbea. As the time drew near for 
separation, however, a few hurried words 
passed between them,—words intended on 
tue visitors’ part to cheer the condemned 
one, and to turn his thoughts towards 
God, and, on the laiter’s part, to express his 
resiguation to his fate, and his feeling that he 
was prepared for what was to come. After his 
visitors leit, the reporter approached him and 
endeavored to get him totalk. He was tired, 
however, and averse to dwelling upon his fate. 
With a remark to the effect that he supposed it 
was all over, that he was prepared for it, aud 
that he trusted God had forgiven him, he re- 
sumed his walk up and down the cell and had 
nothing more to Bay. 

WITH SHERRY THE CASE WAS DIFFERENT. 
He had just lita fresh cigar when the reporter 
stepped up to the door to see him for the iast 
time during the afternoon. 

I guess it’s all up now, ain’t it?” he asked. 

The revorter repiied that it did begin to look 
that wav. — 

Well,“ said he, I'm prepared to face any- 
thing. But if 1 hang to-morrow, I die an inno- 
cent man. I had nothing to do with that mur- 
der. It was 1 as tried to get the Knife away 
frown Connelly, and in the fuss he got his hand 
cut. Wedidn’t have no fair trial eicher. I 
ought to have dad a separate trial anyhow. But 
it’s all up now. 1 guess. If I'd had money 
maybe the Supreme Court would have given us 
a show, but they didn’t, and we've got to go 
now. On, well, I'm prepared. But they ought 
to hang Tom Coffee right after they hang us, 
aod tie a barrel of whisky around his legs.“ 

The reporter endeavored to persuade him that 
the lawyers had done all they could, and that 
tbe Supreme Court had devoted Mouday night 
to a careful examimation of the papers in the 
case. He admitted his indebtedness to Me- 
Clanahan aad Anderson, but could not get over 
his dislike for Coffee, who, he insisted, had done 
them no good at all. During the talk on this 
subject, he inquired rather suddenly if there 
wasn’t a big excitement outside. The reporter 
told him that there was some talk about the 
matter, aud considerable pubiic interest in the 
case, whereupon he manifested a desire to know 
whether people thought they ought to “get it 
or not. ‘The reporter could only tell 
him that there was but little 
difference of opinion on that score, 
the prevailing sentiment being that they were 
both guilty, that they bad had a fair trial and 
every opportunity to clear themselves, and that 
the punishment decreed was just, although ter- 
rible in its nature. He appeared to be vexed that 
people thought so, and again asseverated his ſu- 
nocence. But all interviews must end, and the 
time came for this one. As the reporter shook 


hands with the fellow, he said he wished nobody 


harm, that he forgave everybody, and that he 
was prepared to face death as aman. When 
asked it he would have anything to say on the 
scaifold to-day, he shook his head, muttered 
„No,“ and, with anotber shake of the hand aud 
a good-bye, the reporter left him. 

‘ne proofs of the pictures taken in the morn- 
ing were brought iu by the artist just as the 
newspaper men were leaving the jail, a littie 
aiter 5 o’clock. Both were very good,—that of 
Sherry particularly »0,—and the artist had the 
satisfaction of receiving the fervent thanks of 
the two men for the excellent work he had 
done.

family connections are such that, to make it 
kuown that he was around building scaffolds, 
would not be esteemed as just the 
proper thing in thezeirele wherein he moves. 
So he will pass dowu to fame unbonored and 
unsung, and thoroughly unknown, except to 
the Sheriff and a select few, and remembered 
only as the wysterious man who constructed 
the scaffold on which Sherry and Connelly paid 
the penalty for their misdeeds. A gentleman 
connected with the Criminal Court, who, by the 
way, has seen thirteen executions, and is —.— 
fore able to know whereof he speaks, declared 
yesterday that the scaffold now standing in the 
hortheast corner of the Jail was the neatest, 
best-built, most perfect arrangement for jerk- 
ing people into the next world that he had ever 
had the vieasure of gazing upon. It was rather 


strong praise, but in all probability just. 


For the benefit of those who will not 
be permitted to see it work, as well as to pre- 
pare those who wil! be there for What they will 
sec, 4 TRIBUNS reporter took the pains yester- 
day to examine it minutely, — 5 
ASCERTAIN THE PECULIARITIES OF ITS CON- 
STRUCTION, 

the dimensions, etc., for the purpose of incor- 
porating the information acquired in the follow- 
ing description: It may be stated, by way of 
introduction, that the scaffold is of the kind 
technically stvled the “drop trap.“ The length 
of the platform, which is on a level with 
the second tier of cells, is pine feet 
seven inches from the ground, and the 
height from the ground to the under side of the 
cruss-beam at thetop nineteen feet seven inches. 
Ine platform is eleven feet deep by fourteen 
feet ten inches long, and the trap three feet ten 
inches broad by seven feet sixincheslong. The 
sour main timbers, at each corner ot the struct- 
ure, are seven aud one-hali by seven and one- 
half inches through. Back of the trap is a par- 
tition, forming za small, narrow apartment, ap- 
proachea by adoor from the second tier. In 
this apartment, at an early hour this morning, 
will enter the mysterious person who, at an 
agreed signal from the Sheriff, will cut with 
his Keen-edged chisel the slender rope that 
will spring the trap and usher the souls 
of. the two marderers into eternity. Tue 
puzzling question yesterday afternoon, and 
tue question which curious people will 
hopeless!v endeavor to solve this morning, is. 
Wio is this mysterious individual that will 
wield the chisel! tlis identity is—and will be 
kepi—in gloom. But his work will speak for 
im. dust underneath the platform are two 
strong. heavy irom bars, each in the shape of a 
plain igure 7, the shorter arms parallel with the 
uortu aud souti,ends of the Jail, aud the long- 
er arin perpendNular to the same. These bars 
are he'd in place, af the ends of the short arms, 
by a small rope passed through a hole in the 
end of due, and Knotted underneata the bar, up 
through a hole in the’ piatfurm, dowa through 
another hole about half an inch distant, aud 
through a hole in the end of the other bar, un- 
derneath which is another knot. The long 
arms extend out to the front of the 
scailuld, alongside of the trap, but free from it 
except at the ends of the bars, where two iron 
plates, one for each arm, about an eichth of an 
inch thick, extend inward from the bar ends 
towards the centre of the trap, holding the 
latter in piace. Underneath the door is a rope 
and puliey-arrangement, to which is attached 
by means of che rope a 60-pound iron weight 
in a perpendicular box, The object of this is 
two-fold: to give the descending trap an addi- 
tional drop-foree, and, by the descent of the 
weight until it reaches the sawdust in the long 
box, to keep the trap Trom swinging back and 
forth after it has been sprung. hen the 
Sneriff gives his signal to the man in the cubby- 
hoie,—tor it is little more than that,—tbe latter 
will cut the half inch of rope visible on the up- 
per side of the platform, the short arms of the 
bars, having nothing to support tacir weight, 
Will drop. the long arms* will turn around, de- 
priving the trad of the support aflorded by the 
littic ron plates at their ends. Without any 
support lor the weight ef-the two doomed men, 
and with that remorseless, merciless weight in 
the lone box, no longer held stationary by the 
rope, bar, and trap arrangement, but free to 
falt until it strikes the sawdust Column near 
the bottom of tue long box, the five-feet drop 
trom the viatforin that will leave the two meu 
swinging in the air a few feet from the 
ground, is the work of so short a 
portion of time as to be searcely ap- 
preciable. The scaffold was tested several 
times yesterday afternoon, and found to work 
wich absolute perfection. Then there was no 
weight on the trap. ‘lo-dav there will be 308 
pounds of human Ucsh and blood bearing down 
upon it, and with the sudden cutting of the 
rope, the detachmeut of tue little iron plates, 
and the plunge downward of that heavy weight 
in the Jong box, the trip into the next world tor 
the murdercrs of Hugh McUonyille will be ter- 
ribty short aféd terribly sure. 

There are two iron Ylugs in the cross-beam 
and two similar rms in the sides of the up- 
rights. The hanging ropes will be tied to the 
side rings and passed up through the others, 
leaviug a sufficient slack below the side riugs to 
lower the bodies after death. By this means the 
Sheriff and his assistants will be freed from the 
disagreeable duty of cutting the bodies down 
after the fall. 

ALL QUIET. 

Up to 2 o’clock there was absolutely nothing 
pew at the jail. ‘bat institution was perhaps a 
little more securely locked and guarded than 
usual, uove but officials of the Sacriff’s office 
being allowed inside, but bevond this there was 
nothing unusual. Ihe condemned men spent the 
tore part of ibe eveving with their spiritual advis- 
ers, Ur. McMulicn, Vicar General of the Diocese, 
and the Kev. Father Kvules being in the celis 
with them aud administering religious consola- 
tion. Both these gentiemen left about 10 
o’viock, and after that hour the murderers were 
left to their own reflections, There was ap- 
parently no change in either, both appearing 
calm and unmoved. About 11 o’clock Connel- 
lv divested nituself of bis clothes and went to 
bed, but at midnight Sherry was still up. No 
visitors other thau the clergymen were allowed 
to visit the men during the evening, although a 
turnkey was stationed in their vicinity to keep 
au eye on them during the night. 

Yesterday evening an effort was made by Col. 
Audersov and others to secure the signatures 
of the Cnicago papers to a petition to the Gov- 
eruor for a reprieve of one week for the men. 
It was expressly stated that this was not done 
with a hope of securivg a new trial, or anything 
of that kind, but simply iu order to enable the 
culprits to better prepare themselves lor death, 
it being claimed that they had had hopes up to 
the last moment, and hence had paid no atten- 
tion to spiritual matters. “Since the sicuatures 
of all the papers could not be secured, however, 
the petition was not sent. 


URGENT APPEALS ALL THE WAY FROM CINCIN- 
NATL

SPRINGFIELD, III., June 20.—Goyv. Cullom 
stili refuses to interiere to stay the execution of 
Burns at Paris and of Sherry and Connelly at 
Chicago, which is to take place on Friday. ' He 
is still being besieged by telegrams and letters 
in behalf of the condemned. The fact that 
Sherry once lived in Cincinnati moves George 
H. Pendleton to telegraph Gov. Cullom that he 
concurs witb Cincinnati friends of the prisoner, 
and joins in their prayer for a respite. The 
Hon. Richard Simith, of the Cincinnati Ga- 
rette, telegraphs that responsible parties in 
Cincinnati claim that if time is given him 
George Sherry’s innocence can be established. 
Mr. Smith says that he knows the parties well, 
and joins in their request for a respite for sixty 
days, to afford opportunity to have the case re- 
viewed. 

T. B. Plympton, of the Commercial, concurs, 
County-Treasurer Fratz, ex-Mayor Johuston, 
Sheriff Wallace, and County-Clerk Bernard, all 
of Cincinnati, join in tue petition.

CHILD-ABDUCTION. 


Revival of the Galentine Case. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

CLEVELAND, O., June 20.—An incident has 
just transpired here which calis to mind one of 
the most stirriug tragedies that ever happened 
in this section. About eight years ago. Mr. and 
Mrs. J. F. Galentive were living in all the felict- 
ty which usually falls th the lot of mortals. Gal- 
entine was a dentist, with a good business, in 
the best portion of the city. Inthe same block 
in which he had his office and residence lived 
a jolly doctor, about 40 years-old, by the name 
of Jones. Dr. Jones was known to be a ladics’ 
man, and Mre. Galentine was known to be 
somewhat of an admirer of big: but not fora 
long time did tlic unstspedtiig dentist bring 


himself to believe that there Was anything crim-: 


inal existing between Jones and his wife. At 
length, in a season of contrition, the wife 
made full coviession to her injured partner, 
and begged forgiveness. Almost frantic at the 
loss of his domestic happiness, he resolved to 
shoot his wife’s seducer. With his revolver 
ready loaded and cocked, he waited ou the 
stairs for the wicked doctor’s appearance at the 


door of his room, next morning, and here he 
discharged the deadly bullet. Tue doctor only 


lived a few moments. Great excitement pre- 
vailed, and public sentiment was much divided 
in regard to the punishment that should be 
meted out to Galentine. He was arrested, 
tried for murder in tue first degree, and found 
ruilty of manslaughter,—the great provocation 
under which he was laboring being taken as a 
palliative circumstance. Mrs. Galentine was 
somewhat young, not more than 25. Dr. Jones 
was at least forcv, and supposed to have taken 
great advaniave of his professional intinracy 
with her. Gualentine was seat tothe Peniten- 
tiary fur tive vears, aud, just before that period 


expired, Was pardoned out, and returned to this 


c1ily. 

His first move was to get a divorce from his 
wife, on the ground of confessed adulterv: and. 
only a short time afterward, he married the 
daughter of ove of our wealthiest citizens: and 
on the same street, a little farther south, hung 
out his sign of Jay T. Galentine, Dentist.” 

In the divorce which be obtained, he also as- 
sumed the enstody of his daugater, who, at the 
time when tue trage.ly occurred was only 5 vears 
old. But it seems that the divorce failed to 
gav which parent should bavethe child. The 
mother made some resistance to giving up the 
child. but was forced to do so. The fatherexvect- 
ed there might be some diffienity in his keeping 
her. avd fer months, therefore, he guarded her 
caretully at home; but, sae having now ar- 
rived at the age of 18, and nothing having been 
seen of a suspicious character for some months, 
she has for a time past been permitted to 
attend school at the Hicks-street building. 

It should be borne in mind that meanwhile 
Mrs. Galeutine has also married again,—this 
time toa man by the nameof Burgess,—and 
with him removed to Indiavapolis. 

Yesterday, the little girl, whose name is 
Bertha, failed to return at the usual time from 
school, and the father’s suspicious. were imme- 
diately aroused. He went to the school-house, 
and was told by the janitor that a strange 
woman had called for the child at 
recess in the afternoon, and the 
two had dgparted togetber. It seems, from 
turther inquirv, that the girl had been seen to 
ery at school of late; and it is thought that she 
was thinking of the step, being urged to it by 
her mother. 

The police were immediately notified, and 


every precaution made to take the fuvitives 


upon their departure from the city. Thus far 
this has been in vain, and it is reported that the 
two got away ou the train to Indianapolis. 
There will be other developments in the case, 

rohably. before it is done, as the parent who 

as the child in charge, so far as the law is con- 
cerned, would seem to havea perfect right to 
keep her.

Negro Massacres. 
Indianavpohs Journal. 

Such outbreaks as that which occurred at 
Coal Creek on Saturday are matter of public 
concern, since they not only involve gross vio- 
lation of law, but, if they go unpunished, are 
likely to be repeated and bring serious disgrace 
on the State. Tue riot of Saturday is very clear- 
ly a sequence of that whieh occurred in April, 
the whole management of which was a mere 
trifling with law ami justice. Im the April 
riot three negroes were murdcred, and the mur- 
dérers, after a farcical preliminary examination 
before a crack-brained Justice of the Peace, had 
their trial and were acquitted amid the cheers 
of the bystanders. In Saturday’s. riot 
another neuro was killed, making four in 
ail, and one white man wounded. The killing 
was done by the man who swore the defendants 
through in the former case, and who seerhs to 
have been watching for etr opportunity to prove 
himself as go .d a pistel-shot ag he was a wit- 
ness. The facility with whieh he swears is orly 
vqualed by the acenracy with which be shoota. 
Ho is equally at home in preving an alibi or in 
aiming a revolver. With very little training he

used to encourage the strikers in their hostility 


to the negroes, and to protect them after the 
April massacre. Under these circumstances, 
the mine-owners and colored miners were per- 
fectly justified in making some arrangements 
for self-defense, and as the present State Ad- 
ministration bas shown iteelf either too imbecile 
Or too partisan to enforce the laws, we advice 
others similarly situated to be prepared to de- 
fend their rights of property and person. If 
the-coustituted authorities cannot, or will not, 
protect citizens in their rights, the latter must 
protect themselves. The. attempt in Demo- 
cratic quarters to throw the responsibility of 
the trouble on the negroes shows the base 
partisan motive which is entering into it. A 
more outrageously distorted account of a negro 
tuassacré never appeared in a Southern Ku- 
Klux paper than the Sentinel’s account of Satur- 
Gay’s riot. The Journa’s account, published 
yesterday, written by a trustworthy correspond- 
eut sent for that purpose, put the matter in its 
true light, and is fully sustatued by later devel- 
opmeuts. 

It is noteworthy that the notorious Wabash 
Guards, who perpetrated the April murders, and 
who were sustained by Gov. Williams and Ad- 
jutant-Geueral Russ, in defiance of public opin- 
ion, abpear again in the outbreak of Saturday. 
Under the command of Capt. Tipton, thev were 
actively oflictous in entering private houses aud 
searching for arms, and, as in April, again made 
themselves couspicuous by patrolling the streets 
under the pretense of preserving the peace. To 
complete the outrage and the record of this 
company, the Governor and Adjutant-General 
should go to Covington aud command in person 
the next raid against the negroes. If the peo- 
ple of Covington and of Fountain County wish 
to preserve their reputation as law-abiding citi 
zens, they should unite, regardless of party, ta 
demanding that justice be executed on the per- 
petrators of this last outrage. and that all meu 
in their borders, regardless of color or ovccuypa- 
tion, have the equal protection of the law.

SATLORS VERSUS MASTERS. 

The reportorial experiences in obiaining the real 
facts in cases of difficulty between masters and 
sullore are great. Masters and owners swear they 
obtain men at $1.00 or $1.25 per day, while the 
Union seamen are equally as positive that they did 
not do so, but had to come down to the inevitable 
and pay $1.50. Thus it was in the cases of the 
schre George C. Finney aud Nassau. The owners 
and Captains asserted that a gang of Union seamen 
had **bulidozed”™ non-Union men from shippfus 
at $1.25 per day, when they were willing 80 to do. 
and whipped the second-mate of the Nassau because 
he interfered with them. The owner of the Fin 
ney said his Captain could have shipped a crew on 
his vessel at 81. 25 per day, each man, but was 
prevented from so doing by the Union men. There- 
fore he would keep his craft in port until men were 
allowe hto ship at $1.25, The sailors told a dif- 
ferent yarn, and said they did not ‘* bulldoze” 
any one, and took the mildest kind of means to 
prevent men from shipp'ng at a figure less than 
51. 50, a rate that has deen pald thus far this sea- 
son. 

Again. Last evening at 6 o'clock the George C. 
Finney sailed for below, and it is asserted with 
mach emphasis that she shipned her crew at $1.25 
perday ver mau. The Nassau sailed just before, 
and also paid 81.253. ‘The Union sailors end others 
denied that less than 81.50 had been paid. Both 
vessels laid at anchor off the North Pier vesterday 
waiting for crews, and ft is certain that a tug car- 
ried three men to the Finney before she sued. 

The schr Topsy shipped a crew at 91. 23 
was stated to reporter, and got out of port 
out difficulty. 

It was Capt. Frost, of the Nassau, whom a Con- 
stable was locking after Wednesday night, and not 
a sailor oy that name. One Campbell, a seaman, 
charecd Frost with aesaniting him withont cause.

ANTI- SECRET SOCIETY. 

THE NATIONAL CHRISTIAN ASSOCIATION, 
an organization whose object is the destruction of 
all secret societies, and particularly Masoury, held 
its third annual meeting yesterday at 221 West 
Madison street. 

The morning session began at 10 o'clock, Mr. 
Philo Carpenter, one of the most active and oldest 
members of the Association, in the chair. The 
first business was the reading of regrets from 
parties in various parts of the country, regretting 
their inability to be present. The Board of Di- 
rectors submitted their annual report, which was 
adopted. The document contained no facts of 
public interest. The Treasurer also sent in his 
report, showing the receipts for the past year to 
bave been $5.533; and the expenditures, $5, 546; 
leaving a deficiency of $13. The assets of the As- 
sociation are $50, 169, and the liabilities 82. 155. 

The afternoon session wasthe most interesting 
one of the day, us it was signalized by the presen- 
tation to the Society by Mr. Philo Carpenter of tne 
lot and building in which the meeting was held. 
As 8000 us the assembly had been called to order, 
Mr. Carpenter mounted the platform, and, aftera 
brief resume of the history of the Society, said 
that, in furtherance of ite work, it was suggested 
two orthree years ago that a fund of $50, 
should be raised. As an incentive thereto he at 
that time proposed to donate the property where 
the audience was gathered as a part of the fund, 
provided that the remainder of the fund should be 
secured, it gave him great satisfaction to know 
that the conditions had been met. He therefore 
presented the keys of the building to the Associa- 
tion, assuring ite members that their joy could 
not be greater than his own. , 

Mr. Carpenter's remarke were responded to by 
the President, Mr. J. B. Walker, who read quitea 
lengthy written address, in which he denounced 
secret societies in general and Masonry in particu- 
lar as being active agents of the Devil for the at- 
taining of his ends. No man could be a Mason and 
a consistent Christian at tbe same time: Contrary 
to general expectation, be did not return the thanks 
of the Association to Mr. Carpenter for his gift of 
the hall, but this was done sabsequently by indi- 
vidual members. Short addresses was then made 
by D. B. Rathbone of Bath, N. V.; Mr. Zerapho- 
nides, a Greek, whois about to return to bis na- 
tive country as a missionary: Divosky, a Turk, 
now studying medicine in this country; Mr. Need- 
les, of Missouri; and the Rev. Mr. Barlow, a 55 
tist clergyman of Canada, who gave a very aus- 
ing description of the alleged manner in which the 
Masons bad endeavored to thwart his work. A 
member of the Blanchard family aleo spoke, hold- 
ing that if Knights Templar were allowed to drill 
in their Temples there was no law by which the 
Commune could be prohibited from parading the 
sireets with their arms. 

The regular order of business was then taken 
up, the first thing being the recommendation of 
the following persons for membership: The Rev. 
S. C. Kimball, of Illinois; the Rev. D. P. Rath- 
bone, New York; the Rev. H. H. Hinman, Lili- 
nois; the Rev. A. T. Riley, Illinois. The Commit- 
tee to which was referred the resignation as a 
member of the Association of President Blachard, 
of Wheaton College, reported in favor of not ac- 
cepting the same. A enlogy of the gentieman, 
embodied in the r rt, occasioned some discus- 
sion, but it was finally adopted along with the rest 
of the matter. It was charged by some of those in 
the room that Blanchard’s resignation was sent in 
merely for effect, and that it would be withdrawn. 

The Finance Committee reported the Treasurer's 
accounts to be all right.

ELECTRIC MARVELS. 
PHONOGRAPH AND MICROPHONE. 
The twenty-fifth regular meeting of the Chicago 
Electrical Society was held last evening in the 


M. Barton in the chair. The attendance was very 
large, and the exercises specially interesting. 
After some routine business, Mr. F. W. Jones 
gave an excellent exhibition of the Edison speak- 
ing-telephone, which, owing to the size of the hall 
ana the quiet of the audience, was very satisfac- 
tory. It was prefaced by some interesting remarks 
on the experiments ant machines which preceded 
me telephone in the same general line of inven- 
tion. 

The audience were then treated to an excellent 
illustration of the working of the carbon telephone. 
Twenty phones were conveniently arranged 80 
that they couid be moved from one row of seats to 
another, allowing every one present in turn to test 
the working of the instrument, which was connect- 
ed with the Western Electric Company's establish- 
ment on Kinzie street, where a gentleman read an 
essay, of which each one of the audience secured a 
fragment. The test was remarkably weil-managed, 
and fully equal to all that had been claimed for the 
instrument. The voice of the speaker was as dis- 
tinctasif he had been at the side of the bearer. 
The principle of the device has already been several 
times described. 

The most wonderful part of the entertainment 
was the manifestation of the microvbone. Out- 
wardly, this is a remarkabiy unpretentious instru- 
ment. A dit of common board, perhaps a foot 
square and half an inch thick, had upon it two bits 
of carbon. a few inches apart. To one end of each 
of these was a wire, on the same genera! principle 
as the telephone, and connecting with the phones 
already in the hands of the audience. President 
Barton, baving laid a plain block or stick of 
carbon from one to the other of the pieces 
already on the board, proceeded to talk to the 
last-named piece m an ordinary tone, and what- 
ever he said was répeated to the audience in 
a much louder tone. To test the capability 
of the instrument to. magnify sound, a phone 
was handed to the reporter while a common Dit 
of paper was scratched lightly over the carbon. 
The resuit was a sound so loud as tobe almost 
unpleasant to listen to, though, of course, it was 
not appreciable to the keenest ear without the 
instrument. 

The meeting was a most satisfactory and enter- 
talning one, and creditable to the Society.
